GERMAN SCARE 

IS MUCH EMPLOYED 



Warfare of Parties Not Abated 
By Approach, of Christ- 
mas 



LONDON, Dec. 20.— However much 
the king's advisors in both parties 
may desire to keep his Majesty out of 
the present crisis, they find it almost 
Impossible. Many members of the 
Labor and Socialistic parties, With 
whom the ministerialists have been 
driven by political necessities into u 
sort of electoral alliance, go on de- 
claiming against all forms of heredi- 
tary government, not excluding the 
.Sovereign. Doubtless this led Lord 
Crewe, Colonial Secretary, to make 
his remarkable deliverance at Stoke on 
Saturday, defending the; ministry 
against extremists in their own party. 
He said: 

"It was asked, if they took away all 
the powers the Lords possessed, which 
by the way, was not what the gov- 
ernment proposed to do, why not 
abolish the Lords altogether? King 
George the Third might have said: 
"If you are limiting the prerogatives 
of tlie crown, why not abolish the 
monarchy'.'" King George, if he had 
had prophetic wisdom might have 
looked forward to the reign of his Il- 
lustrious granddaughter and great- 
grandson, and seen what a much 
greater thing the British monarchy 
had become. The crown was now 
universally recognized as being per- 
haps the most indispensable link" in 
the existence of Europe. He confessed, 
that he did not believe it was either 
possible or desirable to institute a. 
single chamber in this country. For 
one thing, it would entirely alter the 
character and composition of the 
House of Commons, and he desired to 
see the Commons remain as it was. 

The speech of the Karl of Cawdor 
at Belfast on-Saturday greatly angers 
the minister, who declares It grossly 
alarmist. To counter the naval alarms, 
they are announcing Immediate con- 
tracts for three Dreadnoughts, for de- 
livery In the spring of 1012, but Gar- 
vin in the Observer and Blatchford In 
the Mail, declare that Germany's enor- 
mous increase in naval expenditures 
which reached £22,000.000 sterling in 
1910, of -which 10 3-4 millions arc, on 
new warships against England's 10 
1-4, also Germany's greatly accelerat- 
ed shipbuilding capacity, must be met 
by the British battleship standard of 
two new keels to one for North Sea 
purposes. Germany, they urge, must 
be made to pause by Kngland laying 
down twelve super-Dreadnoughts next 
year, with the 50 million sterling loan 
being raised for the purpose. 

Unionist statesmen are so impress- 
ed with the gravity and urgency of the 
German menace that they would cer- 
tainly institute a bold and large naval 
programme upon return to power as 
the only means of preserving the bal- 
ance of power in Europe and prevent- 
ing Germany's fresh subjection of 
France and German domination of all 
Europe. 

First Election January 13. 

Tt has finally been decided that the 
writs for the new elections will be I 
issued January S, allowing for the | 
first election on January 13. 

There will again be heavy broad- 
sides of oratory this week. Mr. As- 
<|uitli will speak at Birkenhead tomor- 
row and half a dozen ministers will be 
on the platform every night led by Mr. 
Lloyd-George. 

The most novel feature of the elec- 
tions is the campaign of the peers. 
They have addressed 7:1 meetings and 
70 more are already arranged for. 

It is now possible to indicate how 
the parties stand and in matter of can- 
didatures. Uncontested constituencies 
will be fewer In number than for u 
long time past. At the outside they 
will probably be 17, ot which 15 are 
represented by Unionists. Triangular 
contests will also be few. The Chron- 
icle estimates that they will not ex- 
ceed 20. In 30 constituencies La- | 
borites and Unionists have a. straight 
fight. 
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Speaking at Bridgeport Saturday 
Lord Milncr said he had never been a 
scaremonger, but tho great position 
won by England was being menaced 
more and more every day. The future 
demanded the energy not only of tho 
United Kingdom, but of the empire. 
Imperial unity was the great issue be- 
foro which all others sank into insig- 
nificance. "What trace of this issue was 
there In the speeches of the Liberals'.' 
Tho Liberals wore, agreed on nothing 
except predatory, taxation and hostil- 
ity to tilt; Lords. 

Mr. Churchill, speaking at Warring- 
ton, laid stress on tho unemployment 
for which palliation would bo found 
in tho Development Act, a scheme of 
insurance under com " 
board of trade.

Caravans and 
gramaphones are abroad in all dis- 
tricts, and hoardings are plastered with 
electioneering posters.

Politicians Make Speeches at 
Banquet of Cojrimercial 
Travelers 



MONTREAL Doc. 2of--Slr Frederick 
Borden, minister of mllHia and defence, 
It. L. Borden, ConservoBve leader ,and 
Henri Uourassa, the N'of onaltst leader, 
were among the speakers at -the annual 
banquet of the Dominion Commercial 
Travelers' Association tonight, and 
some Interesting references were made 
to the question of imperial defence. 

Sir Frederick Borden declared that 
the time had come when Canada, as a 
self-respecting natoin, should depend 
upon itself and not altogether depend 
on the mother country. 

R. L Borden, while agreeing that 
Canada should do its duty In this re- 
spect, declared that whatever form 
Canada's contribution took, the work 
should be carried out so that when the 
emergency came the Canadian forces 
would ba ready to act before tho crisis- 
was over. 

Henri Bourussa made a characteristic 
speech declaring that the question 
should lie regarded from a Canadian 
standpoint. lie declared that they 
should pause before adopting any new 
principles to the constitution of the Em- 
pire in tlie lino of military or naval 
defence, so that they might thoroughly 
realize their consequences. Mr. Bour- 
assa declared amid applause that, the 
French-Canadalns would look at the 
question from the samo point of view 
as their Anglo-Saxon follow-cltlzens, 
and would bo guided by the prnioiples 
as had led them to hold Canada for tho 
Umpire against Anglo-Saxon rebels to 
tho south of the border. But if Canada 
was to take part in tlie wars of the 
Empire it was necessary that she should 
have some voice not only in the. settle- 
ment of such wars but in the making 
of them. All the problems thus pre- 
sented, he contended, must be viewed 
from the true spirit of Canadianlsm, 
anil the voice of the people should bo 
hoard before parliament settled the 
question.

Claimant to Title and Great Estate in 
Prussian Poland Loses His Case 
in Court, 
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POSEN, Prussia, Dec. 110. — The su- 
perior provincial court today decided 
that the so-called Count Jos. Kwilecki 
was not the son of Count Ignatius'. 
Kwilecki, nor of Countess Isabella 
Wesiorska Wwilecki, but the child of 
the wife of a railway watchman nam- 
ed Meyer. 

Tlie title to a largo estate was in- 
volved in the litigation. On Octobnr 
26th, mo::. Countess Wwilecki was ar- 
raigned upon tho charge of having 
presented a false heir to an estate at 
Wroblewea, province of Posen. A 
month later she wan acquitted. Tho. 
recent trial aroused bitter resentment 
on tlie part of the defendant's polish 
countrymen, who asserted that the 
countess was being persecuted because 
of race prejudice. 

Since the death of tho countess tho. 
count has sought to establish tho. 
right in question, heirship to what is 
one of the finest estates In Prussian 
Poland.

3YDNEY, N. H. W., Dep. 20. — Accord- 
ing to tho government statistics, the 
wheat yield is 25,500,000 bushels for 
the year, which exceeds last year's pro- 
duction by 10,000,000.

BRUSSELS. Doc. 20. — Baroness 
Vaughan, whom Leopold made his 
queen in fact, if not in name, secretly 
loft Belgium today, accepting the hint 
of the government that if she did not 
depart voluntarily, she would be ex- 
pelled from the country. The Baron- 
ess packed up those magnificent fur- 
nishings of her chateau which were 
the personal gifts of tho king, and 
forwarded them across the frontier. 
She herself took a train for France. 
To tho Belgians she was always a 
great mystery, but they accepted her 
as they have the other whims of the. 
determined and self-willed king. .Yet 
now, with the king dead, they have 
been driven to deep resentment, that, 
as the king's body was borne through 
the streets and .was lying in state at 
the palace, her photographs wore ex- 
hibited and sold in the Brussels 
thoroughfares and her name shouted 
out by hawkers as "Caroline the 
Queen." 

In spite of despatches from Italy 
and other countries asserting that 
King Leopold and Baroness Vaughn 
hud been married according to tho 
rites of the church, the king's per- 
sonal friends persist in their disbelief 
of this, while they characterise the 
stories of a civil union as pure non- 
sense. They say Leopold, whatever 
his faults in private life were, would 
never destroy the official dignity of 
thekingdom. The semi-official Twen- 
tho kingdom. The semi-official Twon- 
Belgluni code stipulates that the 
rights of succession to the. throne pass 
to direct descendants of legitimate 
birth, if there was a civil marriage 
In Italy it might create potential 
rights, but, it is argued, the. absence 
of all records and publications of' such 
a ceremony, and especially the fact 
that Leopold never proclaimed Baron- 
ess Vaughn as his legitimate wife, ef- 
fectually disposes of tho question. 

Prince Albert's plan to reunite tho 
exiled and separated family was ful- 
filled today. As Baroness Vaughn 
passed out for ever from Belgian life, 
Princess Louise triumphantly entered 
tho city, and was officially greeted at 
the station and acclaimed by the peo- 
ple. She was conducted with royal 
honors to the chateau Belvedere, 
which henceforth will be her official 
home. 

Again today a vast crowd viewed 
the body of the late king, many of the 
people, who came in from the prov- 
inces wore incensed that the gates 
were closed at. three o'clock-, and they 
tried to force an entrance. In the 
panic people were trodden on, gar- 
ments were torn and women fainted. 
A number were injured. Finally the 
palace was re-opened and the visitors 
were allowed to file past the catafal- 
que. 

Arrangements for the funeral and 
the swearing in of tlie new sovereign 
arc proceeding rapidly. An army of 
workmen has taken possession of the 
cathedral, which is being draped, and 
the arrangements aro being ma do for 
Thursday, when Albert will trium- 
phantly enter Brussels on horseback. 
Delegations are arriving from all tho 
European courts. 



NANAIMO, Dec. 20.— Geo. Baker, an 
early pioneer of this city, died last 
night. He came to Nanaimo from 
England in the ship Princess Royal 
in 1S54. He was 85 years ot ago, a 
native of Staffordshire. 

For many years deceased took an 
activo part in tho municipal affairs 
of the city. Altogether ho sat for 17 
I years on the municipal court board, 
and was chairman of tlie board ot 
works for nine years. 

Mr. Baker was also one of the first 
members of the local Ashlar lodge A. 
]•'. & A. M. under whose auspices the 
funeral will take place. 

Deceased Is survived by his wife 
and seven children, among whom is 
James Baker, of Victoria.

TO RATEPAYERS 



Bylaw to Raise Money to De- 
velop That Source Will Be 
Submitted 



LONDON. Doc. 20. — A disastrous 
fire, involving, as tar as has been as- 
certained, the loss of three lives and 
the destruction of the big drapery 
store of Ardlng and Hobbs, at Clau- 
ham, a southwestern quarter of Lon- 
don, occurred today. The fire, it is 
believed, was due. to the breaking of 
an electric bulb, which started a blasin 
among celluloid collars beneath. It 
occurred about 4:30 p. m„ when the 
store, .covering an acre of ground, and 
having five floors and a hundred de- 
partments, was crowded with cus- 
tomers. In little more than an hour 
the building was in ruins. The dam- 
age is estimated at $2,500,000. 

All the customers made their way In 
safety out of tho store, and 300 em- 
ployees followed. The progress of the. 
flames was so rapid that some of the. 
employees were caught In the' upper 
floors." Two men brought a couple or 
girls to one of tin- windows. One of 
the girls descended the, Eire escape in 
safety. While the second was try- 
ing to roach tho ground the ladder 
took tiro and she fell and was killed. 
The two men their jumped, and wero. 
killed also. Several of Clio employees 
were injured, a few possibly fatally. 

At midnight it was still Impossible 
to search the ruins, and some of tho 
employees are unaccounted for. 

President John Burns, of the local 
government board, assisted tlie flre.- 
nicn. lie. remained at the scene for 
three hours, and Uion attended a meet-

Alderman Henderson urged that no 
such supply need be purchased, claim- 
ing that Elk lake could be made to give 
adequato supply, while Alderman 
Stewart and Mable maintained that 
Elk lake would not be sufficient and 
that the only course open would bo 
to purchase water from the company. 

The question came up for consider- 
ation lust night when .Mayor Hall 
pointed to the ■ advisability of deciding 
what should be done relative to giving 
the ratepayers u chance to vote on the. 
question. 

Alderman Stewart stated that As- 
sistant City Engineer Bryson had made 
a report to the special water commit- 
tee and had estimated that the work 
would cost SI. 500,000. That amount 
would be ample. There wore but two 
ways of bringing in the water, cither 
by tunnelling or by tho long route 
around the mountain. 

Alderman Ross advocated raising, 
say, $1,000,000 and the balance needed 
could be raised later when necessary. 
Alderman Mable was satisfied that the 
ratepayers would not pass tho bylaw. 
The only course was to buy a supply 
from the Esquimau 'Waterworks Com- 
pany by the gallon as the city has the 
right to do. 

Faith in Ratepayers. 

Alderman Henderson declared the 
ratepayers would vote the money. L T n- 
tll tho city secures an adequate sup- 
ply it will ho greatly handicapped. Tho 
whole amount should be borrowed, 
though it might not lie necessary to 
spend it at once. The common sense 
public sees through t ho efforts being 
made to block tho Sooke lake, proposi- 
tion. It is such a short time until elec- 
tion day that perhaps the public will 
not have full time to consider the mat- 
ter in all its bearings but still the by- 
law should be submitted. Alderman 
Henderson was confident tTiat there is 
enough water In Elk lake to give i 
supply until the Sooke lake plant can 
be placed In operation and it will not. 
be necessary to purchase water from 
the company. it would not cost $1,- 
500,000 to develop Sooke lake, but it 
would be wise to ask for that amount. 

Alderman Fullerton urged that the 
bylaw should be submitted. Tlie peo- 
ple have already expressed themselves 
with regard to the Esquimau Water- 
works Company. It they now decide 
not to go to Sooke Lake that would 
end the -matter. There Is, he believed, 
an ample supply in Elk lake to meet 
the demands of the city for live years 
It will take to bring water from Sooke 
lake. 

To Alderman Bishop, Mayor Hall 
' ''lot. -Mr. Brysoa's estimate of 
$1,500,000 was a trifle higher than that 
made by .Mr. Ashcroft. He believes 
that tho cost of tunnelling will bo less 
than tho figure set by Mr. Ashcroft, 
but lie has taken the llgure of the 
latter. 

Elk Lake Short. 

Alderman Stewart stated he would 
support the motion to su limit a bylaw 
but. he could not agree with Aldermen 
Henderson and Fullerton as to Ell: 
Urge's ability to meet the city's de- 
mand until the Sooke lake supply 
could lio delivered. A glance at the 
records would show that Elk lake has 
never been us low as during the past 
year. The average daily consumption 
is growing rapiujy with the growth, of 
tho city. There was but one thing to 
do. He ventured to 'predict that - with- 
in three years Elk lake would fall short 
end water would ho.vo to ho purchased 
■ y the gallon from tlie Bsqulmalt Wa- 
terworks Company.

Dr. Jose Maclriz Unanimously 
Elected By Nicaraguan 
Goneress 



POWER REMAINS 

WITH OLD DICTATOR 



State Department Official Ex- 
plains Attitude or united 
States 



MANAGUA, Nicaragua, Dec, 20. — Dr. 
Jose Madriz, former judge of tho Cen- 
tral American court of Justice, and Ze- 
laya's candidate, was today elected 
president of Nicaragua by the unani- 
mous voto of congress.. The session 
was a stormy one, but thore seemed to 
be perfect unanimity with regard to 
the election of Madriz, and when tho 
official announcement was made there 
were cheers and cries of "Vlva'Madrlz." 
"Viva Leon," "Down with Monopolies," 
"Down with Tyranny," "Long Livo tho 
Constitution." 

Dr. Madriz will assume the presi- 
dency at 10 o'clock tomorrow morning. 
He was escorted to the balcony of his 
hotel, where ho greeted groat crowds 
which had gathered around the building 
and made a brief speech urging har- 
mony and co-operation. Ho pledged 
himself to uphold the principle of equal 
opportunity for all. 

At the afternoon session congress ac- 
cepted the resignation of Dr. Maclriz as 
Judge of tho Central American court, 
and Panyiagua wes appointed as judge 
to succeed him. Tho committee having 
the resignation of Zolaya in hand then 
recommended Its acceptance and tho 
formulation of an address of thanks to 
Zelayo for his services to Nicaragua. 
Upon the adoption of this report tho 
election of the new president was pro- 
ceeded with, tho nomination of Dr. Ma- 
driz being greeted with much enthusi- 
asm. The strength of his following in 
the house was attested on the call for 
a standing vote, when every member 
rose to his feet in the affirmative. Tho 
election of Dr. Madriz as chief execu- 
tive had been expected, for influential 
delegations strongly in his favor have 
been pouring into Managua from the. 
strongholds of the Zlayans, Chlnande- 
gra and Granada, and they camo with 
tho avowed purpose of carrying tho 
candidacy of their man to victory. 

Zelaya, still exercises a strong power 
here, anil while It was brought to his 
notice that Madriz is not looked upon 
witli favor by the government of tho 
United States, he urged Madriz to tho 
front as his successor in Ills offcic. 

On his arrival here tlie president- 
elect said he had been in conference 
with ex-President Carindas, who is now 
in Costa Rica. He is the leader of the 
Conservatives and head of a strong 
force which has been reported as ready 
to carry out an expedition against Man- 
agua. 

U, S. Attitude. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.— U. S. Secre- 
tary of State Knox lot it be known to- 
day that the attitude of tho government 
towards Nicaragua would not be 
Changed by tlie election of Madriz to 
the presidency. Madriz will have to 
show that ho is capable of directing a 
responsible government which is pre- 
pared to mako reparation for the wrongs 
which it is claimed have been done to 
American citizens In Nicaragua. 

The United States still maintains that 
until a responsible government is sol. 
up, and is in entire control of the sit- 
uation, so that definite negotiations can 
be held, diplomatic relations cannot he 
resumed. 

"Wo are not trying to coerce Nicara- 
gua." said a high slate department of- 
ficial tills afternoon, after a call at 
the White bouse. "We want her to set- 
tle her own affairs, and wo aro not 
dictating what shall be done with Ni- 
caragua, or who shall bo named as 
president, All wo want Is a responsible 
government that we can do business 
with." 



AGRICULTURAL INSTITUTE 

Hon. Sydney Fisher Explains Compo- 
sition and Work of Interna- 
tional Body. 

MONTREAL, Dec. 20.— Hon. Sydney 
Fisher addressed the Canadian' Club 
this afternoon on the work of the in- 
ternational agricultural institute of 
which he was elected vice-president at 
tho recent meeting of the Institute in 
Italy. 

Tho Minister of Agriculture traced 
the organization which was established 
to carry on the work. It was decided, 
he said, that the institute should bo 
one of governments, and not one of 
peoples, as It was recognized that in 
the past information on agricultural 
subjects and others relating to tlie im- 
portant matter of food supply of the 
world had been given to people by a 
press which In its turn was supplied 
with information by interested parties, 
and the news given had been manipu- 
lated in the interests of stock jobbing 
and tho raising of all commodity prices 
which was detrimental to tho interests 
of those who depended on reliable 
knowledge of the matter. 

It was recognized as necessary, if 
confldonce was to be .established In the 
information and work of tho associa- 
tion, that it should he an Institute of 
governments adhering, and that the 
only source of information should bn 
through, the statistical organizations of 
tho various countries. 

Tho work was divided into two 
branches, current Information weekly 
and monthly, through the year, of 
what goes on. and final information of 
actual and established results. In this 
way tho whole Held is well covered by 
tho organization and work of the In- 
stitute.';

cidentally several important requests 
from far apart sections of the prov- 
ince wore disposed of. 

Representations that have been un- 
der consideration in respect to tho al- 
lowed insufficiently of coal milling In- 
spectors to keep pace with the rapidly 
growing demands uf the work, led to 
a decision being reached to appoint 
two additional Inspectors for the 
Crow's .Vest field, the choice falling 
upon Evan Evans and John StrathlU) 
Prince Rupert Lighting. 

With regard to the request from 
Prince Rupert, presented by an Influ- 
ential, delegation still m the city, that 
a sum of $50,1)00 DO advanced by th 
province to secure the equipment and 
installation of an adequate electric 
lighting plain In the now terminal city 
it was ultimately decided to ncei 
to the request, the details of the ar- 
rangement being left with the .Minis 
ter of Public Works to adjust during 
the stay of the delegates in the Capi- 
tal. 

In brief the citizens Of Prince Ru 
peri had asked for accommodation In 
manner similar to that under which 
concessions had already been made to 
enable them to provide plank walks 
sewer and water systems, the funds 
requisite for tho works contemplated 
being advanced by the government 
until such t "no as. with incorporation, 
tho city Is enabled to levy and col- 
lect taxes upon Its own account. It Is 
understood Mini such incorporation 
will bo sought, at the approaching ses- 
sion of tho [louse, but precisely how 
has not yet. been decided. It is pos- 
sible that Prince Rupert will profit 
by the experience of other Provincial 
cities — one of which (New Westmins- 
ter) will at the earliest opportunity 
relinquish Its special charter in order 
to come In under the Municipal 
Clauses Act— and make no demand for 
a special act. 

There is a possibility also that gov- 
ernment by Commission, as in .Mon- 
treal, may have its first demonstration 
ill this Province at Prince Rupert, the 
plan referred to being i»ow under ex- 
amination, with others, by Influential 
representatives the Northern city. 

Another application from Prince Ru- 
pert, presented by George R. Nadlin, 
formerly member for Greenwood, wus 
for a site as a gift from the Govern- 
ment for municipal buildings to be 
erected upon accomplishment of tho 
city's ambitions in incorporation. Tho 
government has decided to arrange 
for no further sale of Prince Rupert 



lands at present, but will give special 
consideration to the application in 
question at an early day.

Manager of Company Tells of 
the Market Awaiting In- 
creased Production 



Surprising facts and figures in re- 
spect to tho rapid development of tho 
oil producing industry of California, 
and the place it occupies among the 
great industrial activities of the golden 
state are given by the famous expert, 
H. H. Blood, who arrived in Victoria 
yesterday afternoon, direct from the 
fields of the oil company for wTTleh lie 
acts as general manager. That tho 
value of California's oil output now 
leads the gold production, and is in 
fact the premier industrial asset of the/ 
state will doubtless he news to many. 
The reason of tho notable advance of 
all oil interests is also made intelli- 
gible by Mr. Blood's explanation of 
how the immense demand for oil out- 
strips the available supply, in which 
explanation also the reason is found 
for dismissal of the bogie that has 
haunted many prospective investors in 
oil properties— as to the attitude of tho 
Standard Oil Co. to prospective hew 
producing concerns. With contracts 
offering that far exceed the available 
supply, it Is in tho interest of the S. O. 
Co. to encourage rather than discour- 
age the opening of such new fields, 
and indeed no company lias expended 
such immense sums In prospecting oil 
fields of late years as has the Stand- 
ard Oil. 

"Ten years ago," said Jlr. mood to 
a Colonist reporter yesterday evening, 
"the opinion was very general that the 
Standard Oil CO. was a commercial 
ogre — the enemy of every other oil 
concern. I can truthfully say that ho 
far as I am concerned, I have found 
them the best people to do business 
with one could ask. for. They will do 
exactly us they agree in every instance. 
If they say they will pay $1 a gallon 
for your oil they will pay SI— even if 
the price should have fallen to ■ 20 
cents. But on the other hand they will 
expect you to stand by your bargain 
as loyally and literally. 
The Standard Oil is not the principal 
oil concern of California, however— 
and California is today the greatest 
oil field of the world, next only to the 
Baku field in Russia. In California 
there arc three chief distributing con- 
cern's— the Associated, the 'Union and 
the Independent agencies. Califor- 
nia at present produces one-fifth of 
the world's oil. We produce 54,000,- 
000 barrels this year. For 1310 there 
are already 05,000,000 barrels called 
for in contracts oferlng and where it 
is all to come from Is not apparent. 
There will not be 20,000,000 barrels 
carried over as reserve, at a maximum 
and every day sees the demand grow 
stronger. 

Prico Goes Up. 

"The price, too, mounts with the 
sustained and constantly enlarged de- 
mand. It rose from 20 cents in 1007 
to 63 cents in 1908-U. Within five 
years California will- bo producing 
100,000,000 barrels per year, and the, 
price will go to $1 at the well, while 
the total supply will continue just a 
little short of the insistent demand. 
Oil is today the cheapest fuel from 
Capo Horn to Alaska, on the Pacific, 
or in the Orient. There is not a lo- 
comotive west of the Rockies in Cali- 
fornia or Arizona today that is not 
using oil fuel, because It is found the 
best. It is, too, the coining fuel for 
the world's navies. Three different 
foreign nations today are searching 
in American for oil fuel for their nav- 
ies. I know of one contract that has 
been offering for the past, eighteen 
months, a contract for 10,000,000 bar- 
rels a year for twent yyears. And no 
corporation lias dared to talto it on, so 
short is the margin of supply over im- 
mediate demand. 

"The position of things with respect 
to oil is now so apparent that tho 
government of the United States lias 
only very recently withdrawn twelve 
million acres of oil rands from entry, 
in California alone. Secretary >Bal- 
llnger in his letter to President Taft 
last month advised the withdrawal of 
all possible oil lands from entry, with 
the object of conserving this greatest 
fuel asset for the American navy. All 
battleships are now being equipped

Alderman Turner favored the sub- 
mission of the bylaw, but he believed 
that a larger amount, say $1,700,000, 
should be asked for so that In addition 
to the amount required for the Sooko 
Lake system there would be sufficient 
to enlarge the water shed at Elk Lako 
and thus assure the city of an adequate 
supply pending tho completion of the 
former work. He was emphatically 
opposed to purchasing water from the 
ISsqulmalt Water Works company, 

Alderman McKeown believed' that 
£1,500,000 was all that should bo ex- 
pended and to [do so would add ma- 
terially to tin- debt, of the city. But 
'Sooko Lake was the only proper source 
of supply. If Victoria Is to grow and 
advance good water and lots of it must 
he provided, Doubtless It would be 
necessary to explain to the ratepayers 
that Arthur L; Adams will not bo en- 
gaged to undertake the supervision of 
the work. It would bo unwise to spend 
any considerable sum on Elk Lake. To 
do so might not. after all secure tho 
anticipated increase In supply while It 
would be better to buy wdiaf aduitonal 
supply is required from tho company. 



Must Use Pumps 

Alderman Stewart declared that if 
tile necessary supply is to be secured 
from Elk Lake, witli the city growing 
as it is, It will be necessary to pump 
all the year around. It has cost the 
city for the comparatively short time 
the water has been pumped into the 
filter beds this full some $3,000. It 
would be cheaper to buy from the 
Esqulmalt Wafer AVorks company than 
to pump. Alderman Stewart did not 
deny that there Is lots of water in Elk 
Lake, but the supply cannot be In- 
creased without pumping. 

Alderman Mablo doubted very much 
if the ratepayers would vote the money 
with the past year's record of water 
management. 

Had the Facts 

Alderman Henderson stated that 
when he recently estimated that there 
is onougli water in Elk Lake to supply 
tile city for two years even If not a 
drop of rain fell in that time, ho was 
told by the press that he was crazy. He 
was ready to repeat tho statement. Ho 
had the facts to show that he is right. 
Every winter the lake would (111 suf- 
ficiently to come above the filter beds 
so that It ivould noUbe necessary to 
pump water into thjjSfbeds the whole 
year, but only a portion of the year. 
The ratepayers would vote the money 
for the Sooko Lako scheme. They had 
made no objection when the $019,000 
was asked for two years ago and with 
the exception of tho "leaky reservoir" 
that money had been well spout. Tho 
capacity ol! tho Elk Lako watershed 
could be largely lncreuscd at com- 
oaratively small expenditure and the 
city's water revenue could meet any 
necessary expenditures for enlarge- 
ment. 

Mayor Hall urged the submission of 
the bylaw. No time, should be lost in 
developing an adequate supply. He did 
not favor buying water by the gallon, 
but that was a question for a future 
council to determine.

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SAFETY IN THE SCHOOLS 

The facts presented in tile Colonist 
concerning the condition of the Vic- 
toria schools, in respect to facilities 
for exit in case of lire, cull for the Im- 
mediate notion of the School /Board, 
and before the' next term opens, the 
necessary improvements ought to be 
made. 

Not a single schoolhouse In Victoria 
is properly protected so far as safely 
appliances, for use In case of fire, are 
concerned. This Is an exceedingly 
serious condition of things. 

The Colonist having directed atten- 
tion to this matter, it lias done it.s 
duty in tho premises, and the ease 
is now up to tho Fire Department and 
the School Trustees. If any accident 
happens for the lack of such appliances 
the responsibility will rest with these 
authorities. 

Wc have not looked Into the matter 
as regards private schools. That is 
for the Fire Chief to consider. 



WHY THEY WON. 

There is a good deal of talk just now 
in the Eastern papers as to the cause 
of the Conservative defeat in the Do- 
minion election of 1908. The Inquiry 
seems rather belated; but perhaps it 
may do some good. ^\s a contribution 
to the subject we may mention some, 
uf the seasons why tho Conservatives 
have won so frequently in British Col- 
umbia of recent years. . There, have 
[been two principal causes for the suc- 
cess of the iVicBrido Ministry in its ap- 
peals to the people. One of them was 
the fact that it Is and has been an 
energetic, able, honest, and progress- 
ive administration. The other is that 
its opponents have pursued it with 
vindictive criticism. The local Oppos- 
ition has oniy been an Opposition. It 
lias opposed everything proposed; liy 
the government. Here arc a few in- 
stances: 

The Conservatives took a stand on 
ifttter Terms: the Liberals opposed It. 
although at the outset they favored 
this claim. 

Tlie Conservatives claimed certain 
■rights , for. the • province' in regard to 
the Fisheries; the . Liberals opposed 
this claim. 

The Conservatives claimed a re- 
versionary interest in the Indian Re- 
serves; the Liberals opposed It. 

The Conservatives formed a policy 
whereby large revenues have been de- 
liveil from tile Crown hands; the Lib- 
erals opposed it. 

Tlie Conservatives formed anti-Ori- 
ental legislation; tlie Liberals opposed 
it. 

The Conservatives favored the Can- 
adian Northern guarantee; tlie Lib- 
erals opposed it. 

So we might go on and point oat 
that everything that lias been propos- 
ed and carried into effect by the Con- 
servatives administration has been op- 
posed by the Liberals. And tho Op- 
position has not been confined to rea- 
sonable criticism in tlie legislature. 
H has been bitter, personal, and vin- 
dictive. Tlie Liberal newspapers, or 
at. least some of them, have indulged • 
in all manner of charges of dishonesty ' 
against their opponents; Liberal j 
speakers during election campaigns 
have done tlie same thing. .Vow. you 
Cannot win tlie confidence of the peo- j 
pie by abusing your opponents; and j 
this is one of the things which the I 
record of the Liberals In this province ! 
Jias established. Given a government 
that is resolute and progressive, and I 
ail Opposition that confines itself to ! 
opposition and personal charges, and 
the government will win nut every 
time. i

AIRSHIPS IN WAR. 

The latest idea In warfare is that 
squadrons of airships will replace 
cavalry and Ear! Roberts and Major- 
General Baden-Powell are given as 
authority. Perusal of the speeches of 
these gentlemen hardly justifies such 
a conclusion. Lord Roberts simply 
urged the 'British people and military 
authorities to study the question of 
flight, establish trained aeronautic 
corps and set up plants for the manu- 
facture of the machines. Badon- 
Powell gave the following sum- 
mary of the use to which 
aerial squadrons could be put: 

Ueconnoissance, obtaining complete 
and reliable Information of tho 
enemy's position, movements of arma- 
ments, and. numbers;, .transportation 
of troops by tlie employment ot 
thousands of aeroplanes capable oi 
carrying three or lour men. each; dis- 
charge explosive \flth .much damage 
by hovering over tlie enemy's coun- 
try and dropping bombs on powder 
magazines, stores, bridges and ru.l- 
ways; raids, by carrying small parties 
of 'troops for dashing forays; com- 
munications, could carry despatches 
and communicate with any besieged 
place; In savage warfare they would 
have great moral effect by dropping 
bombs to spread panic among tlie 
ignorant enemy; as a lookout; un- 
surpassed as a coign of vantage wi' 
tlie commander-in-chief during an 
action; advantages of the airship as 
compared to the marine vessel, great- 
er speed, wider view, ability to rise 
to a sufficient height to avoid projec- 
tiles and to get vertically above an 
enemy. 

-Ml this to a layman reads as if it 
were reasonable; but how any one 
could assume from it that the 
use of horses in battle would be dis- 
continued passes ordinary comprehen- 
sion. We think it is open to doubt, 
however, if the airship or flying ma- 
chine has yet been brought to a stage 
when it can be relied upon for all tho 
purposes mentioned above. Notwith- 
standing all that has been accom- 
plished these machines are yet in an 
experimental stage although they are 
fast reaching the practical. 

NOT IN FORMA PAUPERIS 

Speaking of .British- Columbia's 
claim for Better Terms, the Ottawa 
Free Press says that it will be difficult 
to convince any one that the province 
is on the verge of penury. No one ever 
said It was. The province lias never 
approached the Dominion government 
in forma pauperis. When it asks for 
better terms it asks only for what it 
thinks is its just due. There is no 
more reason for depriving a rich prov- 
ince of its rights than there; is for 
treating a poor province— if there is 



clear as we can 'what 1& the real posi- 
tion of Canada in connection with the 
naval defence, of the Empire. It Is 
not necessary, we do not say it fs not 
desirable, that wc; should send the Ad- 
miralty the price of a Dreadnought. It 
Is not necessary that we should build 
ships with the view- of protecting our 
own shores. But It is necessary that 
we should!; begin the construction of a 
navy tiiat will help to keep the high- 
ways of commerce safe to British 
ships. It is necessary that we /•'shall 
build docks to which the largest ves- 
sels of the Royal Navy can resort for 
repairs when necessary. Such pro- 
jects as these are in line with what 
Lord Charles Beresford advocates, and 
we understand that this is what is 
contemplated 'by the naval programme 
to which Parliament will be asked to 
give its sanction after the holidays. 

This view of the ease, It seems to 
us, meets a great many objections that 
have been made to the proposed pro- 
gramme, it is a complete answer to | 
those who say that the creation of a 
Canadian navy might lie understood 
by the government of the United 
States as an unfriendly act. It shows 
how baseless- Is- the contention of some 
of those who profess to believe that 
cruisers and destroyers will bo of no 
service in case tlie Empire shall be 
involved in war. Our only criticism of 
the government programme is that 
it does not go far enough. We are 
confident that when the sober thought 
of the people has had an opportunity 
to express intself, it will declare that 
it is the duty ot Canada to come to 
the defence of the Empire on tho seas; 
that this duty can be best discharged 
by tiie construction and maintenance 
of swift cruisers and destroyers, 
coupled witli dry docks of the largest 
Size; and that these ships, 
wlille paid for with Canadian 
money. and manned by Cana- 
dians, and controlled by the Can- 
adian government, shall form a part of 
the Imperial navy, and in time of war 
be subject to the supremo control of 
the British naval authorities. We 
think the best judgment of Imperial 
statesmen will be that the defence of 
the British Isles can safely be left to 
tho people thereof; but that the peo- 
ples of the outlying Dominions can 
best discharge their duty to the fla- 
by providing just such a fleet as Can- 
ada is, we hope, about to begin to 
build-a fleet that will in the course 
of a few years be able to patrol the 
seas and make the commerce of the 
Empire safe from any foe.

It had been 
purchased by the council after careful 
consideration, and on its purchase the I 
surplus of the municipal receipts last 
year had been spent. A lengthly dis- 
cussion ensued, and in the absence of 
the municipal engineer It did not de- 
velop what exactly was the reason that 
the roller was not fulfilling the pur- 
pose for which it was bought. Finally 
it was decided that the matter should 
be left, as at present, In the hands 
of the engineer, and that its "useful- 
ness" should also be dsicussed In com- 
mittee.

The Oak nay Council, at its usual 
fortnightly meeting lust night finally 
decided to adopt the. agreement with 
respect to the laying out ot the Up- 
lands Farm property. The mailer, in- 
corporated in the form of u by-law. 
will now go before the ratepayers at 
the municipal election, to !).• held 011 
the loth prox. The following resolu- 
tion was passed at the meeting: 

•'That the rcevri and dark lie au- 
thorized to execute the agreement on 
behalf of the municipality, but not .to 
deliver it until \V. 11. Gardiner exe- 
cutes it." 

Following this motion, Councillor 
Oliver moved that Mr. Gardiner's so- 
licitor be instructed to draw up tho 
necessary by-law, which will be. sub- 
mitted to the ratepayers. This was 
carried. 

The agreement involves the expendi- 
ture of some $500,000 in improving th« 
property,, comprising about *4fj0 acres, 
which W. H. Gardiner and associates 
have acquired from the Hudson Bav 
Company. The council agrees on Its 
part not to raise the rate of assess- 
ment, until the improvements, as per 
contract, are carried out. The sub- 
division will bo for the establishment 
of residences of a first-class char- 
acter. The matter has now been un- 
der consideration for some twelve 
months past, and If sanctioned by the 
ratepayers tho work of improvement, 
will be commenced within a very short 
time. 

To Sell School Site. 

The by-law to sell the old school 
house on Foul Bay road was intro- 
duced, and passed its first, second, 
and third readings. The by-law pro- 
vides that the money raised by the 
sale will be used for tho purchase of a 
now school site, or whatever other 
purpose the council of public Instruc- 
tion may decide. Tho by-law has now 
to get the sanction of the council o£ 
public instruction before it becomes 
law. 

Other matters which came up before 
the council included the introduction 
of a by-law for tho regulation of the 
streets, roads, and sidewalks, in the. 
municipality. Its object was to have 
a settled way of work upon the roads, 
by which tho matter could be attended 
to by the engineer, without reference 
to the council. It was resolved that 
this by-law should be discussed in 
committee, and it was accordingly left 
over for the consideration of the 
streets, bridges, sewers, and building 
committee. The by-law is one intro- 
duced by Councillor Newton. ' ' 

The act to provide a special charter 
for the municipality with the object 
of enlarging its powers, also came uu 
for consideration. It ' was resolved 
that this matter should be considered 
in secret, 'and on a motion of Council- 
lor McGregor; the press withdrew. 

During the meeting a vote of thanks 
was tendered to Councillor Oliver for 
his assistance in connection with tho 
drawing up of the Uplands Farm

Gong By Day and Light By 
Night to Signal "Clear 
the Streets" 



After New Years, if you hear the in- 
sistent tintinabulation of a gong on a 
post by day, or, if by night, you see a 
cluster of red lights suddenly illumin- 
ated, take the tip and clear the road- 
way, because, one chance in four, the. 
fire, department will sweep past, full 
steam ahead, within a couple of mln- 
lltcK. 

Chief Davis lias completed arrange- 
ments for a scheme to clear traffic at 
very had corners, and the plan will be 
put Into effect with the advent of the 
new year. An automatic signal ser- 
vice will bo installed at Douglas and 
Cormorant streets, Government and 
Cormorant streets, Broad and Yates 
streets, and Fort and Government 
streets, all of which are very danger- 
ous corners. ' • 

The signals will consist of loud 
gongs and clusters of red lights. An 
automatic clock . in connection with 
the alarum system will operate the. 
signals. Thus, it an alarm is runs 
during daylight hours, tho clock will 
set the gongs, located on telegraph or 
telephone poles, to ringing. If tho 
alarm comes by night the clock will 
turn on the red lights. In both cases 
the signal will be maintained continu- 
ously for five minutes. At the end of 
five minutes the department will have 
passed any one of the four corners in 
question. ■• 

Reduces Danger. 

The rule is to bo that when the 
gongs ring or the lights appear all 
traffic is to cease, and a way is to ha 
cleared at once for the fire apparatus. 
This will apply especially to street 
cars, which will be expected to clear 
the corners immediately. By this 
means tho chief hopes to reduce the 
danger of accident to a minimum and 
at tho same time Increase the effici- 
ency of liia department by enabling 
them to make greater speed In an- 
swering calls, thus saving valuable 
time. 

The new departmental running card 
and alarm primer, containing a list of 
the numbers of all boxes, with their 
location and the apparatus that each 
box calls out, will be ready for dis- 
tribution to tho public early next 
month. This card will also have full 
instructions as to how to send in 
alarms both by box and telephone, and 
besides this, general instructions re- 
garding fires and their control.

Is the Supply Sufficient to Sate 
the Demands of Vic- 
torians? 



From fifteen to twenty tons of tur- 
keys that have gobbled their last 
gobble will.be required to satisfy the 
hunger of Victorians large and " Vic- 
torians small, next Saturday. And, a 
wink to the wise, the supply of these 
birds is not infinite. The supply both 
as regards cold storage and fresh birds 
is more limited than it was last year. 
Tho prices are correspondingly higher, 
fresh turkeys selling at from 35 to 40 
cents a pound and cold storage lurks 
at 35 cents. 

In the matter of quality tho birds 
this year are equal to those that 
decked the Christmas boards last year 
but In one important point they show 
no improvement. (Despite any efforts 
that may have been made to introduce 
a centipede strain in the raising of 
turkeys the fowl on the market this 
week are all bipeds and that means, as 
any child will know, only two chances 
in the family for a drumstick. 
Why Few. 

A large part of the supply of fresh 
birds on the local market were brought 
here alive from Alberta and slaugh- 
tered here. The supply from the island 
is very limited, turkeys for various 
reasons not prospering here. In On- 
tario and the East generally, from 
whence come most of the storage tur- 
keys' that are used here, the supply 
this year is slim also. There has been 
a greater demand in outside markets 
than usual and largo numbers of birds 
have been exported. Moreover, many 
of the farmers in Ontario who used to 
raise the noble gobbler fowl have given 
him up of late owing to Increasing 
prosperity and the smaller necessity 
for making money in that way. Tin; 
Canadian dealers did not foresee tho 
greatly Increased exports and the re- 
sult is that there is somewhat ot a 
shortage of Christmas birds all through 
the Dominion. 

However, if your Christmas taste 
does not absolutely demand turkey — 
If you are content with chicken, say — 
on ran get very nice fowl for from 25 
cents to 30 cents. The supply is boun- 
tiful, too. 

Then, of course, if you have a nice 
recipe for sauce for either gooso or 
gander you can get the fowl to go with 
the BB'jce at from 25 cents to 30 and 
40 cents. The demand for geese is 
small and therefore the supply is large. 
The same may be said of duck, there 
being plenty of it in sight at 25 cents.

I he ladles of .Montreal Have entered 
upon a campaign against the' use of 
impure foods. Their method Is not to 
speak or write against adulteration in 
any of its forms. They are determined 
Hint those who sell goods that are not 
fit for food shall be taught a lesson in 
tho most effective way, through their 
pockets. A committee of the members 
ol the Woman's Club go to the stores, 
buy goods and test their finality. Then 
they prepare, n list of those dealers 
whoso wares have beep found excel- 
lent, and it is to be presumed, circulate 
it so that other housekeepers may pat- 
ronize the honest and painstaking deal- 
ers. Hut tho women of Montreal are 
not satisfied with this voluntary in- 
spection which does not enable them 
to obtain the conviction of offenders 
against the pure food law. They say: 
"We want a lady inspector to keep 
directly in touch with the women of 
the city through the various women's 
organizations and to warn them about 
any adulterations. That is really what 
the ladies on the pure food committee 
are doing now, but we have no author- 
ity to enforce any of our objections and 
all we can do Is to lodge our complaints 
at the city hail, where we cannot al- 
ways get satisfaction. There are lady 
Inspectors in a groat many cities of 
the United States, and it is only our 
right that we should have the snmo 
privilege here. We should be protected 
so that we can get tho best results 
for our money." 

In our own, as in most cities, there 
is much to be desired in the case with 
Willie some articles intended to lie 
eaten, are exposed for sale. The whole 
matter of inspection of food is one in 
which women are specially interested. 
The Montreal women arc right in be- 
lieving that tho dealers will stop of- 
fending against the law when they 
find that the public has determined not 
to bo Imposed upon. "Women are. the 
chief buyers of food and whether tho 
inspectors, are men or women it is to 
their interest to see that their duties 
are thoroughly performed. The ladies 
of Montreal arc to be commended for 
their courage. In a great city there Is 
always a temptation to sell to the pool- 
food that is of inferior quality. To 
protect these buyers from those who 
would injure as well as rob them, is 
fitting work for women's organizations.

Everyone has heard of Helen Keller, 
the woman who,, although she can 
neither see nor hear; has distinguished 
herself both as a scholar and a writer 
and Is in touch with all that is going 
on In the world from which she would 
seem to have been shut out by her af- 
flictions, lint there are not many 
who know that in Canada we have an 
Institution where such work can bo 
done as has so wonderfully trans- 
formed Helen Keller. This is flu: blind 
asylum at Halifax. N. S.. of which 
Dr. Praser is principal There have 
been in this, as In oilier provinces!, 
some who have gone through life In 
darkness and misery who, if they had 
been educated an children, would have 
lived happy, useful lives. In tho hope 
that, the following may catch the eye 
of some one who has ; the care of n 
blind child, the following account of 
a pupil of the school is given. Tin 1 
story as told by Dr. Eraser himself is: 
"One of the most Interesting pupils 
now attending Ibis school is a boy 
named Albion Nlckerson, who was 
born In TIdvllle, Digby County, Nova 
Scotia, on June 25, 1S9C. When six 
months old be had a severe illness 
which resulted in tho loss of both sight, 
and hearing, lie entered this institu- 
tion In April, 1907. at which lime his 
mind was almost a blank, his temper 
uncontrollable, his habits undesirable, 
and his physique weak and puny. 1 
realized that tho intellectual training 
of the boy In such a condition was im- 
possible, and that efforts should first 
be made to train him in habits of 
cleanliness and to give him regular 
outdoor exercise, lie was next placed 
in the kindergarten class and a begin- 
ning was made in teaching him the or- 
dinary kindergarten occupations. For 
many months there appeared to be but 
little improvement In the boy's mental 
condition, bill as he grew more robust 
and his interest became awakened, he 
ceased to give way to fits of temper 
and began to take an eager interest in 
everything that he could recognize by 
touch. As a means to his development 



bis teacher made blm responsible for 
the taking out and putting away of the 
appliances used in the schoolroom. 
This duty was performed by him in 'a 
most satisfactory and painstaking 
manner and tile lessons of order and 
neatness thus inculcated the boy was 
not slow in applying elsewhere. In 
due time a commencement was made 
in teaching him through the manual 
alphabet the names of objects which 
were placed in bis bunds or which be 
bad sought out for himself. After ac- 
quiring a limited vocabulary he was 
taught to recognize tho names of tho 
same objects when printed in the 
Rrnillo system; and now he Is able to 
both read and write In this system all 
the words which he had learned. It a 
cup or spoon or knife or fork be hand- 
ed to him he will immediately spell 
tho name of tho object with his lin- 
gers or write it out in the Braille point 
system. If on tin: other hand Ills 
teacher spells upon her flngdrs the 
mime of an article such as key or 
hands him a slip of paper with the 
word key written in Braille be will at 
once select from a dozen or more ar- 
ticles tho key or whatever other article 
may be required; Albion displays an 
eager interest in his work, and no 
pupil in tho school appreciates ills 
studies more than does this deaf-blind 
boy. He enjoys playing with his school- | r ,, 1m . n 
mates and enters with zest into all the 
games in which lie can participate. 
Leap-frog is one of his favorite amuse- 
ments, and no one who had known the 
puny lad of two years ago would be- 
lieve him to be the same boy as the 
sturdv, bright faced, energetic Albion 
of today. Of course this boy's educa- 
tion Is only just begun, but enough has 
been accomplished to prove that he 
possesses mental faculties of no mean 
order and that witli patience and per- 
severance upon the part of himseli anil 
his devoted teacher he is in a fair way 
to have opened to him a knowledge of 
the world in which lie lives."

The close season 
for trout extends from November 15 to 
March 25; . but even during the open 
season no one is allowed to offer for 
sale a trout weighing' under three 
pounds. Anglers during the open sea- 
son are allowed to catch trout of small- 
er size for their own nse, but even 
these must not be less than eight 
inches long. The aggregate weight of 
twelvo fish seized by Mr. Burwell was 
thirty-five pounds, so that oven In the 
open season it would still be Illegal 
to sell them. The rules specified above 
related to all species of trout, and it is 
well they should be known.

for the purpose of a theatre site. JJie 
bvlaw to be submitted came up for 
consideration at last night's meettng 
of til" citv council and pitt through its 
first "reading, being left over for fur- 
ther consideration. 

A company will be formed composed 
e,r a number of prominent gentlemen 
to erect the theatre which is to he 
known' as The People's Opera House. 
If the ratepayers approve of the by- 
law the company must covenant to 
commence work on the theatre within 
three months of .the signing ot the 
agreement and complete It within 
twelve months, the theatre building, to 
eost not less than $100,000. The build- 
ing must be used as a theatre or opera 
he use and the company must stipulate 
that subject prior to engagements the 
building may lie used for public as- 
semblages whenever required by the 
mayor to do so and to submit to the 
council from time to time a scale of 
charges for such use for public as- 
semblages which charges shall in no 
case exceed the cost of lighting, heat- 
ing, cleaning, caretaklng and supertn- 
tendance for the time of use. it will 
also be provided that should the, build- 
ing he destroyed by lire and not re- 
placed with another of equal value 
within a year the grant to the com- 
pany of the site shall become null and 
void. 

Funds for School Board. 

(In the date of the forthcoming civic 
elections another bylaw will be sub- 
mitted asking the ratepayers to vote 
$174,000 lor school purposes. The sec- 
retary of the school board has writ- 
ten the council asking that an extra- 
ordinary appropriation be made. (if 
that amount ? 1 .",0,000 is asked for the 
purchase of a site and the erection of 
a High school; $14,000 for the purpose 
of building four additional rooms to 
the Victoria West Bchool nrid $10,000 
for tlie erection of a frame school 
building at the corner of Bank street 
and liolghton Road where the school 
board recently purchased a site 

Under the regulations governing 
such requests from the school hoard, 
the council not having the funds in 
hand, will refuse to. grant the request 
whereupon the school hoard will de- 
mand that a bylaw be submitted which 
will he done. 

Mayor Hall in giving a hi ief resume 
or the work' done at I he recent annual 
sessions of the Union of Municipalities 
ol' British Columbia at North Vancou- 
ver, at which he and Alderman Hen- 
derson represented the city, expressed 
his regret at the resignation of City 
Engineer C. II. Topp. Mnyor Hall 
could thoroughly agree with the re- 
marks of the aldermen made nl the 
recent meeting at which Mr. Topp 
handed in his resignation. The engin- 
eer had not been given sufficient sup- 
port either by the council or public. 
He should lane had complete control 
of all employees in the engineering de- 
partment and the bylaw Miould he 
changed so that Mr. Topp's suc:?ssor 
would have more authority.

Tuesday, December 21, 1909, 
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Mines Inspection. 

Tho subject of mines Inspection is 
one which has received much attention 
of !;:tc years, especially in England, 
France, Germany and Belgium. The 
Increased area of underground opera- 
tions with its attendant dangers has 
necessitated the employment of a larger 
rctaff of inspectors, and has also en- 
larged the sphere of their operations. 
Statistics justify the conclusion that in 
this, as In all . matters affecting the 
safety of human life, England enjoys 
a proud pre-eminence, and it may bo 
Interesting to outline the system which 
has been developed there, and to trace

its evolution from the somewhat crudo 
conditions of thirty or forty years ago 
to the highly organized system of to-, 
day under which tho maximum protec- 
tion is afforded to the working miner. 
Duties of Inspectors. 
Inspection of mines by government 
inspectors was established In Great 
Britain sixty-live years ago. and the 
systems now in vogue in Canada and 
the United States are modeUel upon llw 
English plan, although they are not 
carried to the same degree of excel- 
lence. The duties of British mine In- 
spectors are to visit' mines for the pur- 
pose of seeing whether the act is being 
compiled with; to attend at Inquests on 
fatal accidents which have occurred in 
mines; to Initiate the prosecution of 
persons guilty of breaches of the act; 
the preparation of an annual report to 
the secretary of state; the preparation 
of special reports which may be re- 
quired by the department from tlmo to 
time, and general correspondence and 
conferences with tho home office and 
with the owners and other persons in- 
terested. 

Differences of Opinion. ... 
On the Ilrst subject a difference of 
opinion lias developed between repre- 
sentatives of the government and rep- 
resentatives of tho workingmen. The 
government claims that an Inspection 
under the act does not necessarily mean 
an Inspection of the whole Q.« any* given 
mine, because, i" the case of some 
British mines which contain as much as 
twenty miles of underground roads, air- 
ways and working places, such an in- 
spection would be a physical Impossibil- 
ity in the case of more than a few of 
such mines during the year. The gov- 
ernment contends that an inspector may 
enter a mine nhd malce an examination 
of such portions ns he may select re- 
garding thom as a sample of the whole. 
The workingmen on the other hand in- 
sisted that the inspection should be a 
thorough one of the whole of the mine 
or It could not be effective. The. in- 
spectors, who recently gave evidence 
before- a royal commission, pointed out 
that their custom was to examine one 
district in a given mine on the occa- 
sion of their visit and next time to 
make an inspection of a different dis- 
trict, and soon. Thoy stated that there 
were mines in which a detailed exami- 
nation of every part would occupy from 
a month to six weeks. They also urged 
that they were not expected to make 
such minute examinations as foremen 
and flrebosses are expected to make, ns 
such a system would tend to transfer 
the responsibility of, the management of 
the mines from the manager sto the In- 
itio mines from the managers to the ln- 
tor's position as n neutral authority, or 
as an impartial Investigation. 

It is significant to note that In sup- 
port of their contention, tho working- 
men declared that in every district the 
number of inspections made was insuf- 
ficient. It was admitted by the govern- 
ment that the present standard of in- 
spection Is that every mine should be 
Inspected underground at least onco a 
year. This, however, does not Interfere 
with more frequent visits to mines of 
a specially dangerous character,' or with 
respect to which complaints have been 
made. ,. 



More Inspections. 

A suggestion has been made that 
there should be a large Increase in tho 
number of Inspections, and that the ba- 
sis should be one inspector for each 
2,000 persons employed, but in a coun- 
try, where mining developed to the ex- 
tent it Is in England, this would bo 
quite 'an unnecessary number, although 
it might not be unreasonable in Canada. 
The royal commission made a very ex- 
haustive report on this point, and they 
found that a complete and minute ex- 
amination of each district of n mine, 
such as is made by colliery officials, 
is not necessary tu enable the Inspector 
to ascertain whether the laws uro ob- 
served, hut the area chosen. for Inspec- 
tion should be sufficiently large lo 
give an Inspector a good idea of the 
whole mine. They added, however, that 
in the case of a dangerous mine, or one 
in which irregularities were known to 
exist, the Inspection should extend to 
the whole. v>l the mine, which should be 
kept under supervision until the defects 
were remedied. 

With respect to revision of the staff 
of inspectors, they advised that Iho 
number should depend entirely on I be 
work of the district, and should bo 
conditioned by the. effect of the legisla- 
tion of late years, which lias dealt ex- 
tensively with the, use of explosives and 
electricity, and thereby necessitated 
muoh additional expert examination. 
Stick to Their Duties. 



ingmen would be found to waste their 
time In such a manner, nnd In any event 
it was Important to protect tlioso who 
may have bona fide complaints. Tlioy 
added to this 'very sensible ruling- a 
recommendation that all complaints 
which were not of an obviously frivol- 
ous character should be investigated. 
Little Clerical Work. 
With a view of leovnig the inspectors 
as free as possible for their legitimate 
work, the commission recommended 
that their clerical work should be re- 
duced to a minimum, as It was found 
that the numerous report] which they 
had been In the ht.bit of making con- 
sumed much valuable time, 

As. to the qualifications of Inspectors, 
the commission made a very Important 
linding, to the effect that, while, In 
their opinion the Inspectorships should 
bo open to all classes of mining. men— 
I to workingmen, as well ns to colliery 
managers, it is important to raise, 
rather than lower, the standard of qual- 
iilcation, because the Inspector needs, 
not only wide practical experience of 
i the. various operations of mining but, 
I a sound education and thorough technl- 
j eal training. 

A New Class of Inspectors. 
The dual recommendation of the com- 
I mission Is one of very great Importance, 
| and ono which Is of special Interest to 
those interested in mining in the Do- 
minion, because it indicates the direc- 
tion In which development miist' take

inspection of each mine annually, In ad 
dition to such supplementary visits ai 
might be necessary. They particularlj 
emphasized the importance of revisltlni 
a mine where any detects had been dis 
covered, in order to satisfy themselve: 
that the defect had been remedied. it 
was also considered that the present 
system of visiting a mine without giv- I to the 
ing notice was based upon sound prln- should 
ciples as ll afforded the Inspector a 
better opportunity of finding out just 
bow matters wore conducted than If 
the management were warned of his 
visit. 

The commission strongly indorsed 
the present method of investigating ac- 
cidents, and the attendance of the in- 
spector at coroner's inquests, regarding 
them largely In the light of assessor's 
to advise the coroner on technical, min- 
ing matters. 

Complaints of Workmen. 

One matter of grout importance was 
dealt with by the commission in an ex- 
ceedingly fair and reasonable manner. 
Some employers found fault with the 
present system under vvhclh the com- 
plaint of a workman was acted upon 
by the government, and an Inspector 
sent to investigate the same. It was 
pointed out that the complaint might bo 
frivolous, and even vexatious, but the 
commission held that the right of a 
worklngman to make a complaint 
should l>e jealously safeguarded, and 
that to ensure, this, absolute secrecy 
must be maintained, otherwise a work- 
man might hesitate about calling the 
attention of the Inspector to conditions 
of a serious character which might lead 
to an accident, but which he would hes- 
itate to make known if he ran the risk 
of being exposed. It was held that, 
while there might he some frivolous 
complaints, on tho whole but few work- 



ignated by a title, which would d/S 
tlngulsli them from Inspectors of tho 
higher grade. Thirty years' Is suggest- 
ed as a minimum age, so as to secure 
men of experience. These men whilst 
not expected to decide difficult qiles- 
tlons, would have control of details af- 
fecting the sufficiency of Umbering, 
shot-firing, and kindred matters. They 
should not be debarred from promotion 
higher inspectorship, but, they 
be required to pass the sninc 
examination, if they received promotion. 
This class of men would naturally re- 
ceive smaller salaries than the higher 
inspectors, but their employment would 
facilitate the more frequent Inspection 
of mines. It is not intended that an 
examination by these men of lower 
qualifications ought to lie spent with 
an examination by an inspector of the 
higher grade, but it would assist tho 
work of tho present Inspectors, because 
they could send their new subordinates 
to see the points which thoy were com- 
petent, to deal with ami so leave their 
chiefs free to devote themselves to 
more Important matters. 

Aiming at Perfection. 
This Is a brief outline of the latest 
recommendations and suggestions to 
improve a system which, excellent as 
it is, is constantly being outgrown by 
tile requirements of British mining. It 
forms an intelligent basis for the per- 
fection of the Canadian system, which 
in spite of its genera! off'clency, still 
leaves much to be desired. The final 
recommendation of the commission is 
one which will commend Itself to Cana- 
dian miners, and would tend to over- 
come tho present difficulty under which 
i tile Chief Inspectors labor through their 
Inability to make sufficiently frequent; 
examinations of tho mines under their 
charge. 
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Vancouver Police Arrest Sus- 
pects, Who Are Not 
'Identified 

-VANCOUVER, Dec. 20.— Ten bogus 
$5 bills, evidently sent to this city from 
Seattle, wore exhibited in police court 
this morning at the hearing before Ma- 
gistrate South of a charge of vagrancy 
laid against V, W. Adams, who was 
arrested on suspicion that ho lias been 
passing bogus bills and coins. Adams 
will be brought up again tomorrow, 
and in the meantime the police are 
further investigating. 

Counterfeit money lias be;;n circulat- 
ing for several days, and Detectives 
iWcLeod and Thomson finally arrested 
Adams and a man named Leo Thomp- 
son and charged them both with vag- 
rancy, as neither could give a satis- 
factory account, of liia means of liv- 
ing. This morning Thompson pleaded 
guilty to vagrancy and was sent up 
for six months at ljard labor. 

Several days ago tho police received 
complaints from Chinamen on the Em- 
press or China, who claimed that coun- 
terfeit bills had been passed on them. 
Then other complaints were received, 
but neither Adams nor Thompson can 
be identified as those who passed ibis 
money. Indications point strongly to 
Adams, though. Following the com- 
plaints, the management of tho At- 
lantic hotel received a largo, long en- 
velope from Seattle addressed to F, \V. 
Adams. It was decided to open this, 
and on doing so ten bogus $5 bills were 
found. There was also the following 
unsigned note: 

"Sent the wrong envelope the other 
time. Should have been 24 fives." 

Adams denied till knowledge of these 
bills. Me said he received a personal 
letter from a friend in Seattle, hut it 
was not connected with any bogus 
money He admitted his name was 
V, \V. Adams, and declared he did not 
recognize, tho handwriting on the en- 
velope which had inclosed tho bad 
bills. 

"I believe it Is some plot against 
me," he told the magistrate. 

A great deal of this money was said 
to have been pcused on the Empress by' 
some one who purchased smuggled 
goods. The police were notified, but 
trie Chinamen were not inclined to ex- 
plain the circumstances on account of 
implicating themselves in. smuggling. 
It Is possible that some of the Orien- 
tals could identify Adams if they 
chose. But the Empress has left for 
China and there seems now little pos- 
sibility of identifying either Adams or 
Thompson. 

Adams claims to be a waiter, and 
said he had been employed for a while 
at Alert Bay, also in Victoria, but his 
account on the witness stand was very 
unsatisfactory.' He admitted . that In 
one week he changed his rooming place 
five times, but failed to explain' Ills 
reason. .... 

Although Adams, whom circum- 
stances would indicate is one of the 
alleged counterfeiters, is safe behind 
the bars, the police have not relaxed 
their vigilance but are still trying to 
gather further evidence.

New Manager of Steamships 
and Officials of Company 
on Visit to Victoria 



The Grand Trunk Pacific company 
has purchased another steamer for 
service in British Columbia waters in 
addition to the fine three funnel lin- 
ers now being completed by Swan 
Hunter & Wighum Richardson, the 
Prince Rupert and Prince George. The 
steel screw steamer Druno, a passen- 
ger and freight steamer now running 
out of Hull across the North Sea to 
tlie Nederlands, has been practically 
acquired and will be made ready to 
proceed at once to nils coast to run 
from Prince Rupert to Queen Char- 
lotte Islands and northern British Co- 
lumbian ports. 

Description of Steamer. ■ 

The .'druno is a fine steamer with 
accommodation for aooilt forty pas- 
sengers and 1,200 tons deadweight 
of cargo. She is a vessel of S4T tons 
gross, b'Sl! tons below the bridge and 
424 tons not register, with one deck 
and two tiers of beams. She was 
was built in 1802 by Earlc's Co., Ltd., 
of Hull for T. Wilson Sons & Co., Ltd. 
Her dimensions are 232 feet length, 
30 feet beam and 14.1 feet depth. The 
propelling machinery is triple ex- 
pansion engines, witli cylnders 
23 -12.3,"> and 57 inches in diameter 
with a 33 inch stroke. 

To Buy Another. 

Following the purchase of the 'Bru- 
no, arrangements are being made to 
buy in England another freight and 
passenger steamer to be used in the 
northern trade to Prince Rupert from 
Victoria and Vancouver in addition 
to the three-funnelled liner Prince 
George, while the steamer Prince Ro- 
pert is to run on the triangular run 
between Victoria, Seattle and Vancou- 
ver as a feeder to the northern steam- 
ers. 

The Prince Rupert and Prince 
George are not to be englned with 
turbines, as has been previously re- 
ported. The propelling machinery of 
the palatial G.T.P, liners will be 
quadruple-expansion reciprocating en- 
gines of the Yarrow, Schlick and 
Tweedy balancing system. The Prince 
Rupert was launched some davs ago 
and the Prince George, the frame- 
work of which was completed some 
days ago is being plated and will bo 
ready for launching early in January. 
Both vessels will bo completed be- 
fore leaving the yards of the builders 
and will be ready for service within 
two days of their arrival. 

The New Princes. 

The plans of the liners, show two 
splendid craft with cruiser sterns, 
each 3IS feet long, longer than the 
Princess Victoria, but not as long 
as the Princess Charlotte They will | 
have a beam of 43 feet and depth of 
18 feet. The vessels have been con- 
structed with three objects in view, 
firstly, safety, secondly comfort and 
thirdly speed. Safety is provided for 
by making the ships practically un- 
sinkable with watertight bulkheads 
and compartments, there being collis- 
ion bulkheads and after peak and 
nine bulkheads, while the comfort for 
passengers is well provided for. There 
are to be 10S staterooms, four of 
which will be cabins-de-luxe with 
brass beds and luxuriant furnishings 
and bathrooms attached. Accommoda- 
tion 'will he provided to give sleeping 
quarters to 220 passengers. The 
smoking room. located aft on the main 
deck with large plate glass windows 
is to be appointed after th~ manner 
of those of ocean liners, and there 
will be in addition to the dining sa- 
loon, tea room, etc., I wo observation 
rooms, one on the main deck forward 
for second class passengers, and the 
oihr-r, fitted with big plate glass win- 
dows and magnificently furnished, 1 lo- 
cated on tin., upper deck forward for 
first class travellers. 

Their Speed. . " ' 

The G.T.I', liners will have a ser- 
vice s|ieed of eighteen , knots, .Mils 
being the guarantee of the builders, 
but if they give as large a margin ov- 
er the guarantee as was given the 
Princess Victoria the G.T.P, vessels 
will he speedy craft. The report pub- 
lished heretofore that the propelling 
machinery would bo turbine engines 
seems to have been in error. It is 
now stated that the vessels will lie 
given reciprocating machinery of the 
order of that of the Princess Victoria, 
the Yarrow, Schlick and Tweedy bal- 
ance engines. 

The New Superintendent. 

The new superintendent of tin- j 
Grand Trunk Pacific steamship ser- 
vices on the. Pacific Coast, Capt. C. | 
II. Nicholson, arrived in Victoria yes- 
lenlay on business, presumably on ac- I 
count of the negotiations with the 
Hoard of Trade and Inner Harbor as- 
sociation with regard to the altera- 
tion of the plans for the local wharves 
of the company. He was accompanied 
by several other officials of the G.T. 
I'. When seen he declined to be in- 
terviewed regarding the object of his 
company and would make no state- 
ment beyond the fact chat he was here 
on specific business and would re- 
turn on the occasion of Mr. E. J. | 
Chamborlm's visit about a month 
hence to make preliminary arrange- 
ments for the company's service out 
of Victoria. The circular received

After Stranding at the Balinacs 
and Being- Floated, Ground- 
ed Again at Nanaimo' 



Twice ashore in twelve hours Is the 
record achieved by the steam collier 
Wellington on Sunday. Tho steamer 
Is now beached at Nanaimo. The lirst 
grounding occurred at the Balllnac 
islands at G o'clock Sunday morning. 
The two islands arc connected with a 
low lying ne^k of land and the llrst 
officer, who was In charge, thought he 
was passing between the islands. He 
suddenly found the 'Wellington's nose 
on the beach in this little cOve. She 
was backed off and when entering Na- 
naimo hit'.^ior Utter in the day ugain 
touched.. •, 

The Wellington was en route from 
Union Bay to Ladysmith to complete 
her cargo of coal for Sar! Francisco, 
v. hen she struck' on tho Balllnac 
Islands and succeeded hi freeing her- 
self shortly afterwards only, to run 
ashore In Nanaimo harbor some hours 
later. 

In the absence of Captain Cutter, 
who was in Victoria, the ship was In 
charge of the llrst mate, but early on 
Sunday morning the second mate was 
on the bridge. As soon as the first 
mate had taken his bearings after the 
stranding, he lowered a boat and sent 
orf the second mate to send word to 
Victoria for tugs. The vessel was 
floated, however, without assistance, 
and the mate then proceeded to Na- 
naimo to pick up the second mate and 
wait for Instructions. In entering the 
harbor the vessel swung on the mud 
hank caused by the two channels of 
Nanaimo river .and again she was 
aground. She was' towed off by tugs 
yesterday morning. It Is said that 
there is it big hole in her bottom right 
under No. 2 tank and that it is prob- 
able that the cargo will have to he dis- 
charged and the boat sent to Victoria 
tfi be docked to repair the damage. 
Sho Is said to be making very little 
water, the pumps being able to cope 
with tlie leak. 



San Francisco is facing a scarcity of 
coal at the present time owing to the 
lack of deliveries from Newcastle and 
also a falling off in receipts from 
British Columbia owing to washouts 
on the railroad line delivering the 
coal from the mines to tidewater. 

The call for coal from San Fran- 
cisco Is expected to be echoed by West 
Coast and Central American ports al- 
though the thinning out of disengaged 
steam tonnage on the North Pacific 
antl the demand from California and 
Mexico may put tlie . rates beyond 
reach of South American ports. The 
British steamer Claverly now at San 
Francisco is due to load coal at Van- 
couver island for Mazatlah or Guay- 
mas. The Austrian steamer Hermijie 
loads for the same ports. A number 
of new steamers witli no outward fix- 
tures are now en route for the British 
side,- but none of them arc due to ar- 
rive soon. 

The temporary scarcity of steam 
tonnage- may result In the chartering 
of a few sailers to handle coal, pro- 
vided the mines can produce tho 
freight. It is not so many years sinco 
the sail craft had a practical monopoly 
of the coal trade,,- between British 
Columbia and San Francisco.

VICTORIAN'S FATE 

TO BE DECIDED 

Seattle Courts to Settle Libels Agai ist 
the Former Car-Ferry To- 
morrow. 



Stronsa and Edward iAro Ordered to 
Antipodes to Seek for 
Cargoes. 

Sailing ships are being ordered to 
Australia in ballast. The German ship 
Edmund was ordered from San Fran- 
cisco to Sydney In ballast yesterday, 
leaving only the big Victoria barken - 
tine Everett G. Griggs and the British 
bark Battle Abbey, now for sale, dis- 
engaged at San Francisco. The Brit- 
ish ship Stronsa, Capt. Dunning, which 
has been lying at Port Townsend since 
October 11 last, has received orders to 
proceed in ballast to Sydney Heads, 
and will get away for Australia early 
In the week. This Is the first move 
made by a vessel of the International 
Sailing Ship Owners' union since tho 
vessel owners wen; relieved of their 
obligations to maintain union rates on 
grain cargoes out of North. Pacific 
ports, early In the week. The owners 
of the Stronsa are apparently looking 
for a grain charter to the United 
Kingdom from Australia although 
cables from that British colony Indi- 
cate that tonnage Is a commodity not 
hard to find there, owing to the strike 
In the coal mines. The strike has put 
an end to coal fixtures and of the ves- 
sels who have been taken for coal few 
are expected to get away. The Stronsa 
is an iron ship of 1,937 tons register 
net and came to the Sound from Salina 
Cruz In ballast on the expectation of 
receiving a homeward-bound cargo of 
wheat. 



DEMAND INCREASES 

F0RJ.0CAL COAL 

Strike in Australia Causes Vessels to 
Seek Cargoes at Vancouver Is- 
land Mines. 

Owing to the coal mining strike in 
Australia in which 12,:100 miners are 
engaged, 1 -1 ,300 more men have been 
thrown out of employment and 64 
steamers with total tonnage of SI), 000 
tons, are tied up, there Is an increased 
demand for British Columbia coal. The 
steamer Ressie Oollar, discharging at. 
the Victoria Chemical works, is to load 
coal for San Francisco. The condi- 
tions in Australia which will militate 
against the outward chartering of bot- 
toms may be of assistance to foreign 
steam craft on this side of ■the Pacific 
as the lack of shipment of coal from 
Newcastle to San Francisco and "West 
Coast ports will lead to an Increased 
inquiry for tho British Columbia fuel, 
provided the mines on Vancouver 
island are In a position to deliver car-' 
goes.

steamship Victorian, which Is tied up 
at Eagle Harbor and heavily libelled, 
will be held before Judge C. H. Han- 
for, of the United States cpurt, at Se- I 
attic, tomorrow, when the claims j 
against her will be paid or the vessel

The Victorian has had a checkered j 
career since she was built several 
years ago tor the passenger traffic on 
Puget Sound. She plied In connection | 
witli tin' Northern Pacific for a time, 
and was last employed as a car ferry | 
for the Great Northern in British Col- 
umbla, She was sold last spring to; 
the Best Steamship Company, and was 
destined for a run between Belling- i 
ham, Everett, and Seattle. She was! 
shifted to Eagle Harbor to undergo 
extensive alterations and repairs, and! 
before these were finished she was 
plastered with libels. 

It is said that the Best Steamship 
Company spent $35,000 on the vessel 
before she became involved In litiga- 
tion, and that a small additional ex- 
penditure would put her in condition 
for service on tlie Sound. Thoro Is a. 
rumor that if she fa sold to satisfy tho 
creditors she will bp bought by Se- 
attle persons and operated between 
Seattle and Bremerton.

BESSIE DOLLAR AT 

CHEMICAL_W0RKSD0CK 

Big Four- Master Which Brought Sul- 
phur First Vessel to Moor at 
New Dock, 



The steamer Bessie Dollar, Capt. 
Gow, enmo to the new wharf of tljo 
Vcitoria Chemical Works, near tho 
mouth of the inner -harbor on Sunday 
to discharge S0O tons of sulphur from 
North Japan and after this Is put 
ashore will proceed to Bowen Island to 
discharge u shipment of Japanese sul- 
phur for tho chemical works at Bowen 
island. The Bessie Dollar, which had 
a gopd run of 72 hours from San Fran- 
cisco, has been to many ports on her 
present voyage. Leaving San Francisco 
and Paget Sound she carried lumber to 
Takii bar to be lightered up the muddy 
Bel-ho to Tientsin and beyond, and then 
proceeded to Tsingtau, Germany's great 
port in North Shantung, where great 
stone piers and immense brick barracks, 
factories and commercial buildings 
give tlie transplanted German port an 
nlr of solidity. The port is substanti- 
ally built and gives no evidence that 
Germany is to leave North China as 
England abandoned Wei Hal Wei. From 
Tsingtau the Bessie Dollar took a cargo 
of salt brought from tho salt fields of 
North China by a flotilla of cargo junks 
and proceeded to Wbampoa in South 
China. After discharging she went to 
Hongkong and began loading for this 
coast.. From port to port she went, 
Shanghai, Kobe, Yokohama, Murornn 
and Kushlro, picking up cargo: At 
Kusbiro, the far northern port of Japan, 
seldom visited by carriers as big as tho 
Bessln Dollar .the. steamer brought it 
big shipment of hardwood logs used by 
cabinet and furniture makers of this 
■coast, and then she proceeded again to 
Muroran and landed sulphur. 

Capt. Gow, of the Bessie Dollar, is 
well known here and is busy renewing 
acquaintances. He has been in com- 
mand or the Bessie Dollar, one of the 
newer steamers of the Dollar line, since 
she was launched ,

Heavy Damages Awarded.

Rich Peace River 

A land of promise is the Peace river 
country of Northern Alberta and Brit- 
ish Columbia, is the declaration of 
Key. Father Husaeu, a member of the 
Oblate Order, who has spent the past 
years in religious work in the 
Peace river district. Speaking of the 
possibilities of that great country, 
Father Husson stated that It only 
awaits railway development to make 
the Peace river valley a great agricul- 
tural country. Its possibilities for 
wheat growing are immense, he states 
owing to the fact that there are no 
summer frosts as in .Manitoba. In fact 
in some of the valleys where the warm' 
Chinook winds limn tlio Pacific are 
felt, no snow Is <;ver seen on the 
ground. The Peace river, Father Hits- 
son believes, will become the great 
highway to the north when railway de- 
velopment reaches up to it. It is a 
wonderful river and navigable for al- 
most 1,000, miles. In minerals the 
country abounds in coal, mica, ami 
gold, but little work lias been done 
owing to transportation difficulties. To 
tlie Peace river it Is 300 miles to the 
nearest railroad at the present time, 
but father Husson expects that the 
Canadian Northern will before long 
construct a spur line into Athabasca 
Landing.

Grave Issues to Be Met at 
Time When Discontent 
is Rife 



r2(By Bernard Fischer.) 
' BERLIN, Dec. 20.— The spectre of 
Social Democracy Is abroad again. in 
Germany. It has risen, hydra- headed, 
in all its old-time venom and fury, 
assertive, impudent and triumphant. 
By-elections' for the Reichstag, general 
elections for state parliaments, and 
municipal elections in towns and cities 
are yielding a staggering crop of "red" 
victories. To the Diet of Saxony, which 
two months ago contained one Social 
Democrat, twenty-five have been re- 
turned. The Lancashire of Germany 
lias given the signal for what the na- 
tion fears is destined to be an elec- 
toral revolution in the guise of a 
Socialist avalanche. How to avert it 
has suddenly become tho paramount 
issue of German politics. 

It is into this dilemma that the new 
Imperial Chancellor, Dr. Theobald von 
Bethmann-Hollweg, must wade on the 
very threshold of his premiership. 
Five months have passed since he' in- 
herited the toga of Buelow. The coun- 
try, however, has had' no glimmer of 
the new steerman's course. Moltlce the 
Silent was loquacity Itself compared 
to the taciturn hermit who now In- 
habits the Chancellor's palace. Not '& 
suggestion of policy has escaped him.' 
The . nation's cry for light and leader- 
ship lias been •answered by muteness 
deep and' profound; Journalists who 
had the ear of Bismarck and Buelow 
have rapped in vain at Bethinaiin- 
Hollweg's door. The wells of news- 
paper-Inspiration" have suddenly dried 
up, and Bethmann-Hollweg has-been 
dubbed the "oyster . Chancellor." All 
Is mystery. Behind this Impenetrable 
veil Germans detect Indecision, em- 




barrassment, nud perplexity thut bode 
ill for tho . "/strong Chancellorship" 
with: which -on 1 / the,; rising . Social 
Democratic .tide can 'be turned back. 
' . . '-. Has No Majority 

How Dr. -von BothmWnn-Hollweg will 
meet this issue and ■ how ho will 
govern with, a Reichstag hopelessly 
asunder with' rancorous party dissen- 
sions is the feature of the new ses- 
sion in which Interest will be concen- 
trated. The '"patriotic". Conservative- 
. Liberal-Radical Bloc, amid whose shat- 
tered fragments Buelow's heir assumed 
office, is gone beyond repair. Since 
it crumbled Conservatives and Liberals 
have ceased to be mere opponents and 
have become implacable enemies. When 
the Chancellor uncoils his elongated 
form, pulls down ids multi-colored 
waistcoat, and adjusts his tortoise- 
shell-rimmed prince-nez and surveys 
the House lie will seek In vain' for a 
majority he can call his own. To the 
right his '.philosophic gaze will en- 
counter the Conservative-Agrarian 
oligarchy which overthrew his prede- - 
ccssor; In the centre, the Catholics, an 
anti-Government phalanx a hundred 
strong; to the left, the minority of 
faithful . National Liberals and Radi- 
cals; to the extreme left, tho enemy 
always, tho Social Democrats. 

"Concitatlon" Is believed to be the 
watchword which Bethmann-Hollweg 
'will hoist upon; his banner when ho 
sallies forth to engage this hostile 
constellation. For - two years Buelow 
governed against the Roman Catholic 
centre and the Social Democracy. The 
salvation of Br.thmann-IIolHvcg, heir 
to tho folly of this system, undoubted- 
ly lies in abandoning 'the exclusion of 
the Catholic party - from constructive 
legislation and In Inducing Conserva- 
tives and Liberals to bury their dif- 
ferences long enough, to march with 
the government iajmtnat tho common 
Socialist danger. These tactics, which 
thu Germans expressively call "egg- 
dancing," muddling through from, Bill 
to ; Mil as ■ best one . can, seem the 
Chancellor's l&nly ' hope of passing 
Government legislation. 

. ■ • ' . . ' - ■ 

Demand Reform 

Although not essentially an imperial 
issue, the demand for 'Prussian suffrage 
reform has an immediate and Immense 
influence on Imperial politics and a 
direct-bearing on the Reichstag situa- 
tion of the moment, i Two years ago 
In ids Speecli from the Throne, tho 
Kaiser, as King pf Prussia, categorical- 
ly promised reorganization of the 
mediaeval Prussian electoral system. 
Under pressure of the Conservative 
autocracy which rules Prussia, the 
ministry has not kept the royal pledgu 
by Introducing :i Reform, BUI. In 
presence of the absolute certainty that 
suffrage reform • will mean a strong 
Socialist party in the Prussian House 
of Commons, Conservatives find it easy 
to restrain tho • Government's hand. 
Already they have openly threatened 
Bethmann-Hollweg with fresh difficul- 
ties In the Reichstag-, if he dare to yield 
to the Liberal and Socialist clamor for 
Prussian electoral reform. On the 
other hand, tho Liberal-Radical parties 
may revolt If the Chancellor refuses 
to abolish the iniquities and inequall- 
iie» of Pru.Kslan suffrage. It is a tangle 
desperate enough to try the soul of d 
Bismarck. 

. _ . Routine Programme 

The routine programme of tho ses- 
sion pales into comparative Insignifi- 
cance j alongside the Chancellor's 
dilemma. There arc Important legis- 
lative Items— the covering bv loan of 
the "supplementary" Budget "deficit of 



$130,000,000, tho codification of tho 
imperial insurance systems,, . the. .re- 
organization of ' the ' crlrrilnnt . code, 
workmen's widows and orphans Insur- 
ance, and a renewal of the Inheritance 
Taxes Bill — but tho spectacle, of the 
Chancellor's "ogg dance" will .outshine 
them all. The Kiel dockyard' "graft'" 
scandal will provide troublesome .hours, 
for tho Government and for Admiral 
von Tirpltz, Secretary of Statd'foi' tho 
Navy, who must bear tho bruhf, of par- 
liamentary attack. As a coiisequence,' 
the 1910 naval estimates of ?lAOi7C5,00O 
are not likely to bo passed without de- 
bate, as were their historic; predeces- 
sors of 1909. Tho country Is fuming, 
with indignation over incompetent 
stewardship in tho fleet, -and the 
Reichstag will demand a sharp break 
with the system of entrusting tho ex- 
penditure of tons of millions of marks 
to naval officers who consider busi- 
ness management below their dignity. 

Discontent Rife 

Prosperous as Germany undoubtedly 
is, discontent 'is universally rife. • Tho 
cost of living has been materially in- 
creased by the obnoxious taxes of the 
"Finance Reform" Bill. There is not 
a housewife in i the Fatherland who 
does not feel their pinch The business 
world is angry und aroused ovor 
agrarian domination of government. 
It is an atmosphere' in which Social 
Democracy thrives. Tho present Reich- 
stag has only a year ami a half to. live. 
In 1911, 'unless events force it sooner, 
a dissolution will be necessary accord- 
ing to the constitution. So to conduct 
affairs in Imperial Germany.- that So- 
cialism may not dominate tho 'next 
Reichstag sufficiently to block supply 
for army and navy — to stop the very 
wheels of government itself— is the 
herculean, problem to which Kaiser, 
Chancellor, and parties have now to 
dedicate themselves. 

Lieutenant Paul Graetz) ot the Ger- 
man" army", who crossed Africa, last 
year in a motor-car, has proposed a 
novel project for a "go-as-you-please" 
race across the Dark. Continent. Com- 
petitors are to be allowed to choose 
any means of locomotion known to 
man — they may walk, row, sail, employ 
an aeroplane, dirigible airship, balloon, 
bicycle, motor-cycle, carriage or 
wagon, ride a. horse, ass or zebra, and- 
trundle along in a Jlnrlklsha or a 
native-drawn cart. Only railway trains 
are barred. 'The start Is to fake place 
March I; 1910, at a point on the east 
coast, not lower than the twentieth 
latitude, preferably somewhere- In 
Portuguese East Africa, with a goal in 
Gorman South- West Africa. Lieuten- 
ant Graetz thinks tho race could bo 
productive of both economic and' 
scientific results, apart from Its unique 
sporting aspect. 

Professor Schiemann attaches great 
significance In Ills review of foreign 
affairs of the past week to tho. state- 
ment published In the "Westminster 
Gazette** of London, that" the ''.new 
Chinese Admiralty is negotiating/' with, 
the Chinese Foreign Office with a vie\y, 
to finding means for 'recovering Kiao-- 
Chou from Germany and converting' It 
Into a Chinese naval station.

The plans of tin; Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific in -regard to wharf aeeommodn - 
tion in the Inner Harbor will, it is 
understood, be stoutly opposed by t ho 
Canadian. Pacific railway, which claims 
that it cannot turn its steamers if the 
wharf is constructed at the point 
shown in the above plan and in the 
manner therein laid down. This mat- 
ter is now before a special committee 
til' the Board of Trade and will prob- 
ably be taken up at the meeting 1 of the 
council to be held this morning'.

TURBINES FOR 

PASSENGER VESSELS 

Superintendent Engineer of Isle of 
J Man Packet Co. Makes Intereat- 
r ing Statements. 



in view of the machinery of the O. 
T. P. steamers Prince Rupert and 
Prince George being turbines the re- 
marks recently made by C. J. Black- 
burn, engineering superintendent of 
the Isle of Man Steam Packet com- 
pany whose -cross channel steamers arc 
equipped with turbine engines, with 
regard to tills system of propulsion 
for channel steamers will be of in- 
terest. He said the total number of 
mercantile steamers running with 
Parson's turbines at the present t inn- 
is 09, with a, total horse power of 
606,000, and of these 23 are channel 
steamers with a total horse power of 
103,00(1. The total number of war ves- 
sels built and under construction is 
140, representing a total horse power 
of 2.700,000, Tile total number of all 
vessels built and under construction 
at tin- present time with ['arsons tur- 
bines is about 275, representing a to- 
tal horse power of about :! 1-1 mil- 
lion. 

Mr. 'Blackburn said he believed that, 
a breakdown causing the lotal dis- 
ablement of a turbine steamer is as 
yet. a thing unknown; this applies to 
both mercantile and war vessels.

like this in the means of propulsion 
of fast steamers to have come about 
without, a serious disaster to any is 
truly marvellous, and doubly so when .

K.OOO horse power turbine of the chan- 
nel steamer Queen to the 70,000 horse 
power turbines of the Lusltanla and 
Mauretanla is borne in mind. The 
very fact that the machine Is free 
from sudden shocks is in Itself a very 
strong guarantee against accident. 
Tlie failure of a shaft of a turbine 
steamer is. the probanly will continue 
to be, t tiling unknown; its steady 
working in all weathers would seem 
to be a. guarantee against breakage. 
The failure of one of the many thou- 
sand blades in tlie. turbine might be 
thought to' endanger the loss of all, 
mil if is not go, and many instances 
have uccurxcU to prove this.

Manoeuvring Power. 

Tlie doubt in tlie minds of many 
owners as to its ability to fulfil the 
conditions required in a. channel 
steamer In regard to this point lias 
retarded to a large extent the adop- 
tion of the turbine engine, and this 
has been due to the Insufficient astern 
power often provided. The IS-knot 
boat cannot be expected to bo brought 
up and turned as readily as tlie 24- 
knot boat and yet circumstances of 
weather and surrounding difficulties 
may be such that the former might 
be in serious jeopardy owing to her 
insufficient astern power. The astern 
turbine may be unduly stunted in its 
length, .and the lack of economy due 
to its small range of expansion is an- 
other important point in tin; man- 
oeuvring power. If the boilers are 
unable to maintain a good head of 
steam owing to the want of economy i hardi 
in the astern turbine tlie astern pow- 
er will l)e reduced.' 

It is wortli while to sacrifice speed 
and economy to some extent in order 
to ensure good manoeuvring power. In 
tile channel service, passages are not 
very long, and a few minutes gained 
by an increase of speed may be easily 
lost by delay in getting alongside of 
the landing place. In tlie case of 
the Benmy-Ohrco and Viking the pro- 
pellers were kept purposely large on 
this account, with the result, that their 
manoeuvring powers are reniorkably 
good. During the past summer the 
author has carefully timed the Bcn- 
my-Chrec when leaving' the pier at 
Douglas. She is fitted with a bow- 
rudder, and when bucking out this is 
in operation. The average length of 
time occupied in leaving the end of 
tile pier, bringing the vessel to a 
state of rest, and getting a headway 
on her is usually four minutes, hut 
tlie manoeuvre has been done in 2 1-2 
minutes. For a vessel 370 feet long, 
40 feet broad, and with a displacement 
of 3,350 tons, this is a. very creditable 
performance. The astern power is 
usually about 50 per cent of tlie ahead 
power; In the Ben-niy-Chroo It is suf- 
ficiently large to have enabled her to 
maintain on trial an astern speed of 
lC.t; knots per hour on the measured 
mile. 

Regularity of Spe<d. 

The wonderful reliability of iho 
turbine In this respect was illustrat- 
ed by the mean speed tor the two 
seasons, J 90S and 1000, from which it. 
will be seen that the mean tithe be- 
tween tlie liar Ship and Douglas Head 
for 1908 Is 2 hours 24 1.-2 minutes, and 
for 1900 2 bourse 23 J -2 minutes, a. 
difference of only one minute. - The 
time is taken between the Bar Ship 
and Douglas Head, and also from (he 
Hock Light, -It is only In the shorter : 



distance that the ship can go full 
speed, as, owing to various causes, the 
speed has to be reduced between the 
Bar and the Stage. Bad weather 
makes very little difference to ..the 
"Ben," the propellers always being 
well Immersed, and racing being un- 
known. The two essentials — dry 
steam and a good vacuum — prevailed 
throughout. Such a close watch Is 
kept by the public on the. performance 
of the vessel that the slightest ir- 
regularity would lie at once noticed. 
Passengers seem to think they know 
to a minute the time she should arrive 
and if not up to thetr calculations, 
want to know the reason why. >>'o 
matter how fast she goes she is ex- 
pected to make her fast record the 
standard for the future, and this can 
bo done with perfect safety. If it. 
could speak the turbine would say, 
"Drive me as hard as yon can, the 
yon drive the better I shull 
i like it." The wonderfully regular work 
I done by the Atlantic liners I.usitania 
and Manretnnla is a striking illus- 
tration of the efficiency of the tur- 
bines in all weathers. It is reported 
that the Maurotania in eleven con- 
secutive voyages has averaged 2u 1-2 
knots per hour. 

Handling the Turbine. 
The turbine can be stopped and re- 
versed more speedily than the reci- 
procating engine. Tlie shutting and 
opening of valvQp are very simple op- 
erations, quickly performed; but here- 
in lies the danger. The lip clearance 
of the blades is made as small as 
possible on tlie score of economy, say 
.O.'l in., and also the clearances of the 
radical dummy strips, and if the 
slightest distortion of the easing or 
the rotor takes place, due 10 un- 
equal expansion, the blade tips begin 
to rub. This will not cause a break- 
down, as the tips are purposely

thinned to guard against it; but If 
they are rubbed the economy is reduc- 
ed. If, after going ahead for a length 
of time, steam he suddenly turned on 
to the astern turbine, there Is; a dan- 
ger of producing distortion. It is 
only a question of seconds in the time 
occupied and a slow opening of tlie 
astern valve is, in the author's opin- 
ion preferable to a too sudden opera- 
tion of It, and these remarks might 
be recommended to the careful con- 
sideration of those on the bridge. 
Life of the Turbine, 
It is perhaps rather early to speak 
upon this subject, but judging bv ap- 
pearances the turbine engine will 
outlive the ship's hull. Tlio amount 
of wear downward of the rotor shaft 
in its bearings is so small that about 
sixty years would elapse before the 
blades would- begin to touch the bot- 
tom of the casing. With regard to 
deterioration of the rotor and casings 
—with the proper care previously re- 
ferred to, this is a negligible quan- 
tity. There seems to be no signs of 
erosion or corrosion or the blades, an* 
the method of securing these j n th. 
places Is so satisfactory that the fear 
of any trouble in this respect need 
not be entertained.

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Memories of a Pioneer 

H. E. Levy, last survivor of Victoria's First Police Force, 
recalls incidents 



The police offcer was sitting with 
liis back 10 a window, sipping tea. 
The house flanked the read, and from 
his place at the opposite Bide of the 
table the police officer's host, an old 
friend, commanded a view of the 
stretch of highway Lh tough the trees. 
Suddenly the host 'caned forward with 
unusual interest and gazed hard at a 
point far up tha lonely mad. 

"Wonder where thoso four fellows 
art. going this time of the evening In 
their ohlrt sly he solo to the po- 

lice officer. The -lar tr, casually In- 
t misted, turned to leek. Next mo- 
ment he had loosened his gun holster 
and was slipping, stealthily, from tree 
to tree in an effort to reach the road- 
way unseen. 

"Well, he got there all right, and he 
did what he tried to do, and that is 
how H. E. Levy, now the last of the 
A'ictoria police force of 1860, made his 
first notable capture and won his 
spurs. 

The Last Survivor. 

One by one the members of that old 
police force have dropped out and 
passed away. George Welsh, who 
died in San Francisco about three 
years ago, and George Taylor, "whoso 
death occurred a short time afterward, 
left Air. Levy as the sole living repre- 
sentative of a force that saw some 
stirring, times in its efforts to protect 
the interests of the common weal In 
Victoria half a century ago. Mr, Levy 
was only 17 years old when he joined 
the force, which accounts, perhaps, for 
his survival of the older members. 
However, he is still hale and hearty, 
living, retired, with his wife in a 
pleasant home at 1022 Pemberton 
road. 

Mr. Levy was born In New Zealand, 
but early in his career he went to 
London, England, and from that busy 
congestion of civilization he emigrated 
to the town of Victoria In a province 
yclept British Columbia. In Victoria 
he looked for work, having, even at 
that early stage of his life, acquired 
Hie habit of eating three times a day. 
There was a paper called The British 
Colonist published In Victoria, the 
same paper under a slightly different 
caption, in which this tale appears, 
and in that paper, one day in I860, Mr. 
Levy saw an advertisement. The ad- 
vertisement set forth that men were 
needed for Victoria's police force. 
Policemen would receive tho sum of 
545 per month, and half the money ob- 
tained from fines in certain instances. 
Mr. Levy decided to apply, although 
he was only 17 years of age at the 
time. He was tall, and ho wore a 
moustache, which gave him an oldish 
appearance, and he hoped to pass the 
examination on the strength of this. 

He Enlists. 

A. F. Pemberton w,as the commis- 
sioner of police, and Mr. Levy wont 
before him with his application. Com- 
missioner Pemperton looked at the 
young fellow sharply. 

"How old are you?" he demanded. 

Mr. Levy had been expecting tlUs, 
and was nerving himself up to the re- 
quirements of a tuneful lyre. • 

"Twenty-two years, sir," he replied, 
without a tremor. 

"Mostly summers, I judge," Commis- 
sioner Pemberton commented, and 
then, without waiting for a reply, he 
added: "You look very young for 
twenty- two." 

"Yes, sir," replied the applicant, "I 
always did look that way." 

The commissioner thought the thinz 
over for some time, a half smile com- 
ing and going on his face, and finally, 
with a twinkle in his eyes that may- 
have' betokened a deeper Insight than 
the applicant suspected, he said. 
"You'll do"; and with a few formali- 
ties Mr. Levy became a minion of the 
law. 

The police office, police court, and 
jail, in those days, was located on the 
site of the present law courts in Bas- 
tion square. A palisade surrounded 
the site, and within the enclosure was 
the official building, constructed of 
logs. Mr. Levy's first duty lay here. 
He was broken Jn as a guard, pacing 
with double-barrelled, sawed off shot 
gun In the crook of his arm, up and 
down the corridors, six hours an and 
six hours off. 

Horace Smith was superintendent of 
police at that time, and the force con- 
sisted of twelve men, with the entire 
lire department sworn in as "specials," 
when the Indians, who greatly out- 
numbered the whites, grew ugly, and 
showed a disposition to take the war 
path. Under Superintendent Smith 
there were Sergeants George Blake. 
George Taylor, and Otto Weihe. The 
force wore uniformed caps and civil- 
ian clothes, and carried batons and re- 
volvers, although the latter were not 
officially justified. After serving for 
some time as guard at the jail, Mr. 
r'?' y .n w '- nt out under Chain-gang Boss 
Ld, furan, as a chain-gang guard. 
Keeping watch over the prisoners, who 
were worked in the city streets He 
was kept at this for some time, and 
eventually he was given a patrol beat. 

Up to this time Mr. Levy had been 
looked upon by his fellow officers as 
a greenhorn, a cheechako, and this In- 
troduces the incident that won for him 
his spurs. 

The Deserters. 

The large naval force at Esquimau 
brought many men to Victoria and 
from time to time marines, tired of 
the routine of the navy and attracted 
by the apparent freedom of the great 
new country, would desert. It was then 
usually up to the police to capture and 
return them. The capture of a desert- 
er netted the officer who made It a 
nice little sum and. impelled by this 
consideration and by duty as well, the 
members of the old police force used 
to hump themselves when there was a 
deserter to he caught. One day In 



1SG0, during parade at Esquimau, four 
marines slipped away and disappeared 
in the thick woods. Tho alarm was 
given and tho hunt became general. 
Practically tho entire police, force en- 
gaged In tho search but Mr. Levy and 
one or two of'the newer members were 
left behind to look after the prisoners. 

That evening, after his duty had been 
performed and he was at leisure for a 
time, Mr. Levy started a little search 
on his own account. He strolled out 
the Cudboro Bay road until ho came 
to Lee's milk ranch. Employed on this 
ranch was a young man named Leary 
whom Mr. Levy had helped to escape 
from a merchant ship' on which he 
had been shamefully treated. Leary 
came down to tho road when ho bow 
air. Levy and greeted him profusely. 

"Have you seen anything of four 
marines around here!" Mr. Levy asked. 

"I have not," replied Leary with n 
smile, "and oven if 1 had you know I 
wouldn't tell you." \ 

Mr. Levy laughed and after talking 
for n while ho accepted Leary's invi- 
tation to step in and take some tea. 
The two were at tea when Leary no- 
ticed the four men coming up the road, 
ns he thought, in their shirtsleeves, 
air. Levy had only to look once to 
realize that the four men were the de- 
serting marines the whole police force 
was looking for and that what seemed

to be their shirts were, in reality, their 
while service jackets. 

When he reached the roadway Mr. 
Levy hid behind a big tree and waited 
for his men, revolver In hand. They 
came swinging along the road, keep- 
ing step and conversing in low tono3 
apparently entirely convinced that they 
had made their "get-away" neat and 
clean. The weather was quite Warm 
and although it was late in the even- 
ing the darkness had not come on and 
Mr. Levy could recognize his men 
plainly as they approached him. They 
passed within a foot .of him as he 
crouched behind tho tree, four stal- 
wart, sunburned men and he could 
hear their conversation. The moment 
they passed Mr. Levy stepped out into 
the roadway behind them and took a 
long chance. The four were armed 
with side arms and revolvers and tho 
fact that capture meant severe pun- 
ishment rendered them desperate. 

"Up with your hands, men, quick!" 

The quiet firm command took tho 
marines completely by surprise. They 
jumped at the words but their hands 
went up. Keeping them covered Mr. 
Levy made them drop their arms and 
then, warning them that a false move 
would mean death, he turned them 
about and began the two-mile tramp 
back to town. 

Meets the Governor. 

The strange procession had reached 
the outskirts of the town when it met 
and passed two. ritlers. One of them 
was Governor Douglas and the other 
his orderly, Corporal Bowden. The gov - 
ernor sent Corporal Bowden back, 
reining IiIh horse up to wail, to ask 
if Mr. Levy required assistance. Mr. 
Levy assured him that no assistance 
was needed and the governor rode 
away. 

The sailors tried several times to 
cutch their captor napping but Mr. 
Levy was right on the job every time 
and before dark he had landed the four 
men in the Jail at Bastion Square, 

Hours later, at midnight, a bunch 
of tired police officers returned after 
a fruitless search for the deserters 
only to learn that "the cheechako" had 
taken the four single-handed and 
locked them up. Mr. Levy gov. $20 for 
each of the four men he captured and 
his associates made no more fun of 
his greenhorn ability. 

During his residence in Victoria Mr. 
Levy had picked up a rather extensive 
knowledge of Chinook and in conse- 
quence of this he was detailed on most 
of tho Indian cases. At this time the 
number of Indians on the reservation

Mr. Levy went over to the reserve 
to investigate a case. As a result of 
his investigation he declfle'd to arrest 
an Indian and take him "(u the Jail at 
Bastion square. Had he been older 
and more discreet the young officer 
would not have attempted such a thing 
but at the time this did not occur to 
him and lie started back for tho city 
with his man. lie had reuched the 
old bridge on Johnson street- that led 
to the 1 reservation when -he- heard 
noises. beWnd Mm and turning about 
he was startled to find Hie whole 
bridge packed with Indians. Silent and 
sullen they stood there a solid mass. 
They had followed stealthily as the 
officer made off with his prisoner and 
now their attitude was threatening. 

In the excitement of the moment- Mr. 
Levy relaxed his hold on his -prisoner 
and with a peculiar signal tho latter 
dove headlong for the crowd at the 
other end of the bridge. As he ap- 
proached tho mass of Indians drew 
back and made a lane for. him. Into 
this lane, in hot pursuit, Mr. Levy 
dashed. Next moment tho mob of red 
men closed In and cut him pit while 
native knives flashed everywhere 
around him. The seriousness of tho 
thing appealed to the young "officer- a t 
this Juncture and he turned about and 
ran for town as fast as his legs would 
carry him, the Indians being satisfied 
to let him get away. 

Referring to the incident the next 
morning The British -Colonist censured 
Mr. Levy for his foolhardlness and 
noted the fact that the Johnson street 
bridge had settled fully throe inches 
as a result of the weight of Indians 
that hud gathered upon it. 

Many Indians 

Mr. Levy talked over these old times 
yesterday with a Colonist man. "Why." 
he said. "I have siren as many as 8,000 
Indians on the reservation at one time. 
There were shooting affairs going on 
among them all the time of which wo 
took little or no notice. Every tribe 
had a street of its own and sometimes 
there were warm performances carried 
on. At one time when the attitude- of 
the Indians was particularly threaten- 
ing, the members of the lire depart- 
ment were sworn in as special police, 
the guns in the bastions of the old fori 
were loaded and trained on the reser- 
vation and every evening the police 
formed a cordon around the limits of 
the town and drove any lurking In- 
dians across the bridge. There was a 
constant fear of a. night attack and 
sentries were, always on duty at the 
town's end of the bridge. A system of 
signals was arranged .and if the In- 
dians attempted an attack a general 
alarm, a call to arms for every white 
man, was to have been sounded on 
the lire bells." 

It was during this exciting period 
that "Captain John," a famous Uaidah 
chief, went to the jail and obtained 
permission to have a pow-wow with 
a pal of his who had kicked up such 
high jinks that, ho was captured and 
jugged by the ptillce. Captain John's 
manner was open and friendly, anil, 
unsuspecting, the official in charge al- 
lowed him to enter the jr.ll to talk with 
his friend. Patsy Whelan, a gritty 
Irishman, was the jailer and he was in 
I he act of admitting- Captain John to 
tho inner corridor when the Indian 
suddenly whipped a knife from under 
his blanket and attacked him. Whelan 
caught the Indian's wrist hut the 
weight of the hitter's attack bore 
Whelan to tho ground where for a 
minute the two grunted and twisted. 
The Indian Anally landed on top 01' 
the jailer but Whelan retained, his 
vice-like grip on tile redman's wrist. 
Captain John, was a very powerful In- 
dian and despite Whelan's grip be was 
able to swing his knife hand up: and 
down, cutting Whelan's pants leg into 
ribbons and gashing his thigh at every 
stroke.

Increased Taxes on Liquor 
Arouses Opposition of the 
Dealers and Hotel Men 



PARIS, Dec. 20. — One result of the 
Steinheil case will lie the reform of 
French judicial procedure. M. Barthu, 
the minister of justice, is credited with 
the intention of Introducing a bill to 
parliament which will embody certain 
Changes', In the meantime M. Lhopl- 
teau, deputy, has deposited a. scheme. 
The French procedure will be assimil- 
ated to the English, The interrogatory 
of the judge Will bo suppressed. The 
burden of the prosecution will fall upon 
the prbeureur-general or his represent- 
ative, the avocat-general; thu judge 
will have nothing to do With that, his 
duty being merely to • weigh the evi- 
dence and to examine the witnesses if 
counsel falls to elicit the facts. As his 
right to sum up. has already been taken 
away from him, the president of the 
court will find his role reduced to the 
restricted one of arbitrator. 

The extraordinary feature of the 
Steinheil trial was the manner In which 
the witnesses contradicted themselves. 
Jn one ease did ' they maintain the I 
statements they are supposed to have I 
made before the "Juge d'lnstruction." | 
The magistrate's courtroom was a reg- 
ular market-place, it seems, while the 
instruction was being carried on. Per- 
sons entered and went.- out, witnesses j 
chatted together, and the place had all 
the air and bustle of some genial oom- 
inerclal centre,- instead of- a chamber re- 
served for the secrets of justice. 

Reform Already. 

This preliminary examination of the 
accused and witnesses is also in the 
melting put. M. Mequlllet, deputy for 
the department of Meurtlie et Moselle, 
has laid on the table of the House of 
Projet de Loi giving witnesses, in this 
preliminary examination, the right to 
employ counsel. Reform Is already "en 
marche" before even the bill has been 
discussed by the chamber of deputies. 
At a case which was beard in Paris re- 
cently — a case, of no particular interest, 
involving a charge of robbery and the 
receiving of stolen goods — the judge 
abandoned the usual Interrogatory of 
the prisoner and left the case to the 
prosecutor and the defence. The av- 
ocat-general recognized, in the course 
of the hearing, that there was no case 
and the two prisoners benefited by the 
doubt. 

There is visibly an anti-Stelnhell cam- 
paign in a certain section of the press. 
Its most active exponent is the Implac- 
able Henri Rochefort, who attacks the

THE LA SEYNE

Details of Loss of French 
Steamer ni Shark-Fested 
Seas

Full details of the steamship dis- 
aster, when the British India company's 
steamer Onda sunk the French steamer 
Da Seyno In the Straits of Rhio, about 
28, miles from Singapore, as briefly 
bftbled, have been received in .malls 
from the Orient. The La." 1 Seyne, 
which kept a fortnightly service 
between Singapore and • Batavhi, 
connecting with the regular ' steamers 
of the Mcssugeries Marltimes, . collided 
with the British India Steam Naviga- 
tion Company's steamer bndft and 
sank almost instantaneously, carrying 
to .their dcafh 03 persons out of a- total 
of about I , r »4 souls aboard. 

The Rhio Straits form the main 
shipping highway for ships sailing be- 
tween .Singapore and .lava. Thev are' 
well lighted, but navigation is diffi- 
cult owing to the strong sets of the 
current, and groat care has always to 
be exercised in negotiating the channel, 
especially when other ships are in the 
neighborhood. The Ha. Seyno. was 
travelling northward to Singapore. 
Tho Onda was bound for Tegal, In 
Java. The two vessels approached 
each other tit a spot where the strait 
Is about two miles wide, near the light- 
house on Pulau San. 

The French steamer went to the 
bottom in less than five minutes, and 
she now rests on Hie Pulau San side 
of; the channel, with some 26 feet of her 
main mast as the only visible sign of 
where she lies. She went down by the 
head, and the survivors wero left In 
tho water, with only the clothes they 
happened to bo wearing at the. lime. 
The commander of the La Seyne, Capt. 
Conallhoe,. lost -his life. 

So suddenly did Hie catastrophe 
happen that there was apparently no 
tlmo for o.ders to be given on Uiu 



went in, but a couple of hundred yards 
or so off we got into a rip, and begun 
to travel away. There were all kinds 
of wreckage In the water round me, 
Including rats, one of which jumped on 
my shoulder. There was a good deal 
of shouting, but It did not last long.

Lost, and Saved. 

The list of lost and saved, as com- 
piled by the M, M. officials here is 
probably not complete in every de- 
tail, but it Is as nearly accurate as 
the dislocation of work which the dis- 
aster has involved will allow of for tho 
moment, It is. as follows: ,

Sertuillet, first fireman O. Doutn- 
mingue, storekeeper Victor Cavenne, 
first gunner Vincent Ferrero, boats- 
wain Laurent Hugo, and second cook 
Charras. Besides these 28 native 
crew and 14 native passengers wero 
rescued. 



French ship, or for boats to he lower- 
ed. The vessel. went down like a stone 
and it is quite evident that the major- 
ity • of those lost must have been 
drowned like rats in a trap, a good 
many of the few who . managed ■ to 
scramble on deck being in little botler 
case, for they must have been- im- 
prisoned under the ship's awnings. 
And it is also clear, from what follows, 
that of those who got clear of the 
ship, a good many were the victims of 
the sharks, In which those waters 
abound. 

All of those rescued wore picked up 
by three boats which were promptly 
put oat by the Onda, but it is un- 
happily clear that if any remained 
alive who were not picked up at tho 
moment, they must have met their 
death later from the sharks or from 
drowning. 

Amongst the survivors were Mr. F. 
Dreyfus, the agent of Pathe Frcres, 
who was- thrown into the water in his 
pyjamas and managed to keep afloat 
until one' of the Onda's boats took him 
out of the water in a very exhausted 
state. Mr. Hablb, the diamond mer- 
chant, of Bangkok, who was the owner 
of- the Hope diamond, lost his life. 
Mr. Rodrlgues, of Singapore, and his 
two daughters, appear to have suffered 
the same. fate. 

A Sailor's Account. 

Among the European passengers on 
-the La Seyno was a sailor named 
Glendinnlng. He said that just after 
four o'clock on Sunday morning the 
La Seyno was steaming close to the 
Pulau Sau light. There had boon a 
heavy thunderstorm the previous af- 
ternoon, witli plenty of wilri; and the 
weather was hazy, though it was not 
actually '. raining! Ho. and his mates 
had retired, but Mr. Qlpndlrinirig, 
hearing the ship's, whistle, give one 
blast, proceeded' to make his way up 
on deck, the six .men being quartered 
a -little for'urd of and below the bridge. 
He had not reached the deck when the 
La Soyne gave a couple more blasts, 
and almost simultaneously the two 
ships went into each other with a 
crash. 

Went Down Like a Stone. 

Tiie appalling suddenness with 
Which the Flench ship foundered may 
be gathered from the fact that Glen- 
dinnlng says that he at once noticed 
she was sinking by the head. lie 
Immediately rushed to his mates, and 
called them up, and on reaching deck 
again shouted to Hie Onda people to 
throw out some, lines. But, added Mr. 
Glendinnlng, with seafaring phlegm, 
there was no time for lines. She just 
sank In about three minutes from the 
time she struck. ' Directly the cold 
water got. to her boilers they exploded 
and burst out her sides, and she went 
down like a stone. In another mo-

CLUB HOUSE BURNED 

VANCOUVER, Dec. 20.— Fire this 
morning destroyed t^ie premises of the 
Royal Vancouver Yacht Club, and the 
Sloop Aloha was also gutted by the 
flames, which wiped out every vestige 
of the building and almost cost H. F. 
Burton-Brooke, the secretary, his life. 
As It was he had a very narrow escape 
and lost all his belongings, a coat and 
a pair of trousers being the only gar- 
ments saved from a somewhat exten- 
sive- wardrobe. 

The fire occurred at 7 o'clock this 
morning, and although. tho fire depart- 
ment sent an automobile, engine to iho 
scene- the club house was a mass of 
smoking embers in a very short time. 

The club's loss is placed at $5,n00 
which is covered by insurance but the 
sloop Aloha, owned by R. M. Moore, 
and valued at .$100, is not thus pro- 
tected.. ■•: ,- - ;.,-•>.•: ... 

Shortly after 7 o'clock this morning 
Mr. Brooke, who has his rooms on the 
lop floor of the club house, was awak- 
ened by a crackling noise and found 
his room filling with smoke. In tho 
airy garb of a tropical climate he 
dashed downstairs and found the large 
assembly hall ill" flames. He sprang 
for the telephone and turned in an 
alarm, and by that time was joined 
by Caretaker Burgess. The two re- 
turned to the lop floor and managed 
to get the books of the club out, but 
that was the only part of the outfit 
saved. 

On his second visit. Mr. Brooke man- 
aged to grab a pair of dancing pumps 
ami a few other articles of clothing 
and was then forced to stand by and 
see the rest of his belonging.! go up in 
flame. , , , 

Caretaker Burgess did good work in 
preventing the fire damaging some of 
the yachts which have been hauled out 
on tin; beach for the winter, but the 
little. Aloha, one of the fast raters, was 
beached right alongside the club house 
on the north side and was destroyed. 

Alec Marshall's yawl Elmarsh nar- 
rowly escaped destruction, but sus- 
tained only a scorching. .. • . 

•Amooting of club members has been 
called for Thursday evening, when 
plans for a new and better home will 
be discussed. In one way the commit- 
tee Is glad the club House is destroyed, 
for' it had not given satisfaction. It 
was.' erected during the spring of 1908 
and the arrangements wore not of the 
best, in fact, the* executive was seri- 
ously considering the expenditure of 
some 52,000 In re-modelling the build- 
ing. Now Iho club will be able to 
erect a more commodious and satis- 
factory building. 

The cause of the fire Is believed to 
be defective flues. The large room 
downstairs has two big open hearths, 
but" these had not proved a success, 
and once before a lire started from 
this cause. Recently stoves had been 
installed, and yesterday fires were go- 
ing all day and well' into the evening. 
It is believed that sparks lodged in tho 
walls and smouldered all night, burst- 
ing into flame Ibis morning.

NEW YORK, Doc. 20.— The- specula- 
tive hope that tho approach of the 
holidays would be signalised ,by ;t 
brisk advance in prices of stocks was 
disappointed today. - The advance (it 
tho outset met selling pressure of such 
nn effective kind that enthusiasm was 
chilled. A factor in this result was the 
setback in the Atlantic Coast group of 
securities, which followed the putting 
out of denials, with the appearance of 
authority, of the rumors which accom- 
panied last week's advance in these 
stocks. The denials covered tho al- 
leged intention to issue new L. &. N. 
stock with valuable subscription rights. 

There was a. sharp fall in the prices 
of all tho securities named, which was 
Of some sympathetic effect on tho gen- 
eral list. Another depressing influ- 
ence was the. calling of loans on a largo 
scale by several of the large bunks, 
which necessitated tho replacing of ac- 
commodations. These, were secured 
without sending tho call loan rate 
above 5 per cent. One reason of this 1 
calling of loans was tho appearance; 
of Increased' supplies of commercial 
paper, and tlio desire of the banks to 
provide themselves with means to take 
it. A payment of $12. 500,000 of an in- 
stallment of subscriptions to tho new 
stock of the New York, Now Haven 
and Hartford made an additional de- 
mand upon the money market. The 
$1,500,000 gold to be shipped to South 
America was withdrawn, from the 
sub-treasury during tlio day, but mean- 
while that institution had contributed 
over $2,000,001) to the banks since Fri- 
day through the medium o£ . some 
heavy government ' disbursements. 

Tim London supply of gold was taken 
for Germany, but tho discount rato at 
London was opsicr. The Chicago ex- 
change, on the other hand, moved 
against New York falling to a small 
discount, compared with 50 cents pre- 
mium no longer than two weeks ago.

St. Louis Crooks Evolve Plan for 
Changing $200 Into 5220 By 
Clipping Notes. 

. ST. LOUIS, Dec. 20. — A scheme by 
which $220 is made out t'f ton $20 
bank notes hat! been called to the at- 
tention of bankers here by the St. 
Louis officers of the United States 
secret service. A dozen or more Of 
the altered notes have been received 
at the subtreasury. 

. This is the scheme, according to 
an employee of the subtreasury. 

Ten $20 bank notes are laid one on 
top of the other with a quarter-inch 
margin of each note snowing at one 
end. All aro then firmly held to- 
gether, and by one scroite with scis- 
sors or a sharp knife, each note is 
divided Into 'tv/o parts, one of which 
is larger than the other. The pieces 
aro then fitted together to make a 
note a trifle less than the regulation 
size. A piece of adhesive piaster 
fastens the two pieces. 

There remain nine complete bills 
and two portions of bills, each of 
which is more' than three-fifths of a 
complete bill. The government re- 
deems at full value a mutilated hill 
which Is three fifths the proper size. 
By this means .$220 has been made 
out of $200 in $20 notes.
